REGULATIONS. 

The following Regulations, made by the Secretary of State for India in Council, 
are liable to alteration from year to year. 

1. An examination for admission to the Civil Service of India, open to all qualified 
persons, will be held in London in August of each year for such number of appointments 
to that Service as the Secretary of State may on each occasion determine. The date of 
the Examination and the number of appointments to be made for each Province will be 
announced beforehand by the Civil Service Commissioners. 

2 . No person will be deemed qualified who shall not satisfy the Civil Service 
Commissioners 

(i) That he is a natural-born subject of His Majesty. 

(ii) That he had attained the age of twenty-two, and had not attained the age of 

twenty-four on the first day of August of the year in which the Examination 
is held.' •

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From the marks assigned to Candidates in each subject such deduction will be 
made as the Civil Service: Commissioners may deem necessary in order tii secure that no 
credit be allowed for merely suoetfii iai knowledge. 

Consistently with the limitations specitie 1 above Candidates are at liberty to name 
any of the foregoing subjects, provided that th; maximum number of mirks that caa be 
obtained from the subjects chosen is limitei to 6,000.

I. Con iitions were unsettled tlu'oughout tlu? weftk if? the Bay and, alihougli th'‘y rlid 
not rosull In any cyeloiiic storm, llu-y iiilliiencrid the distribution of rainfall, wliich aeeord- 
ingly oreurred chieily in the Feiiinsiila, the central parts of the country and f.ower Burma. 
At the close of the week a depression appeared ovr Gujarat an 1 tlie adjacent sfa area, 
and was the cause of moderately heavy rain in the Konkan.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

24th September 1910. 

Burma.—The rainfall was good in Lower Burma. Reports have not been received 
\from six districts of Upper Burma, but last week's belal^d reports are f.ivTurahle and 
good rain has fallen in districts fro n which reports have Ivcn received. Tlie usual opera¬ 
tions for winter rice are proceeding normally in Lower Burma and prosp cts retrain 
good. Slandlng crops in Ui>per Burma are satisfactory. The prices of unhusked Tice 
have fallen slightly at Rangoon and Basseinl^t they Jre generally normal. 


Eastern Bengal and Assam. —More rain fell during the week, the f.all being heavy 
in parts of Chittagong, Rajshahi and the Surma Valley divisions and moderate else¬ 
where.

Bengal.—The rainfall was general all over the Province. The fall was heavy in 
Blrbhum, fbrtna, Saran, Purnea and Darjeeling ; moderate in Midnapore, Hooghly, Gaya, 
Shahabad, Champaran, Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, Balrsore, Puri, Ranchi atul in the 
Presidency ilivision and light elsewhere. The rainfall has been beneficial but more rain 
is wanted for standing crops in Burdwan, Rankura, Midnapore and Hooghly. Harvest- . 
ing of autumn crops is in progress. Transplantation of winter paddy is well nigh, 
completed. Weeding is going on. The condition of standing crops is good in most 
districts. Damage by insf-cts is reported from Sambalpur. The price of common 
rice has fallen in Burdwan, Bankura, Jessore, Shahabad. Champaran, Darbhanga, Bhagal- 
pur, Purnea, the Sonthal Parg.rnas, llazaribagh, Ranchi and Palamau and has risen in 
Nadia, Murshidabad^and Monghyr. Cattle disease is reported from .Midn.apore, Jessore, 
Bhagalpur, Purnea, Angul, Sambalpur, Hazaribagh, Ranchi and .Manbhum and fnm the 
Patna and 1 irhut divisions except Shahabad and Saran. The fodder and water supply 
is sufficient throughout the Province. 


United Provinces. —Rain fell throughout the Provinces. The rainfall was heavy 
in a few Himalayan and submontane districts and light elsewhere. Harvesting of maize, 
small millets and early rice continues. Cotton-jAking has commenced and sowing of 
gram has begun. Preparation of fields for spring crops is* in full swing and prospects 
are generally good. Sporadic cattle disease i.s reported in thirty-three districts but the 
genera! condition of agricultural stock is satisfactory. Fodder and supplies are ample 
everywhere. Prices have again fallen over nearly half the Provinces and are stationary 
elsewhere. 


Punjab,—Slight rain has fallen in parts of Delhi and Ambala, Harvesting of autumn 
crops is in progress in certain districts. Ploughings for and sowings of spring crops are in 
progress. The condition of standing crops is average in Lahore and Multan, average to 
below average in Lya'ilpur, average to poor in Mianwali, average to bad in parts of 
Ferozepore, good to fair In Hissar and good elsewhere. Crops are suffering for want*of 
rain in Mianwali. Insects are injuring great millet in parts of Rohtak and slight damage 
by* rats is reported from parts of Ferozepore. Crops have been damaged to some 
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extent by river floods in Gurf'aon, Delhi and parts of Ferozepore. Prices are generally 
unsettled. They are rising in th'ee districts and falling in seven. The condition of cattle 
is generally good. Fodder is sufficient except in parts of Ferozepore and Mianwali. Com¬ 
plaints of a short canal water supply are being received from three tcihsils of the Lyallpur 
district. 


North-West Frontier Province. —No rain fell during the week except^ slight 
showers in the Mardan and Peshawar tahsils. Sowings of spring crops are in progress. 
The condition ofstan ling croor an .1 the expected outturn are average. The fodder and 
water supply is sufficient.- Very little irrigation is being done from the Paharpur 
canal. The condition of cattle is good though disease is prev.alent in some villages. 
The^ public health is good except in some villages of the Charsadda, Nowshera and 
Peshawar tahsils and in several northern villages of the Dera Ismail Khan tahsil. 
Malarial fever is prevalent in the Nowshera t.ihsil. Prices of food grains are falling 
slightly. Prices :—wheat 13J to 17[| ; ina^e 15 to gram i6f to 26 and ia/ra 

18 to 20 seers per rupee. 


Jammu. —There was no rain during the week., Pricoo are stationary. Wheat sells 


from 12 to 24 and maize from 18 to 32 seers per 
crops is fair.

Rajputana. —The rainfall reported, in cents, was 
Bundi 6i ; Kotah 144 ; Jhalawar 59 and Karauli 51. No rain was received elsewhere. 
Agricultural operations continue. Standing crops are in good condition except for slight 
damage by hot winds in Marwar, by heavy rains in some parts of P.utabgarh, by insects 
in Tonk and by insects and a break in the rains in the Jaipur district. Cattle disease is 
prevalent in Mewar, Banswara, Jhalawar, Bharalpur and Merwara. Fodder is suffi¬ 
cient. Prices are falling in most places. 


Central India. — No rain fell during the week in Malwa. It was insufficient in 
parts of Indore and general elsewhere. Harvesting of autumn crops and sowings of 
spring crops continue, Crops are generally in excellent condition but they have been 
damaged slightly by insects in parts of Indore and by excessive rain in Bhopil, Malwa and 
Bhopawar. The weather is cloudy and unsettled and briglit dry weather is now required 
for maturing and harvesting the crops. Fodder is plentiful. Cattle disease is reported 
in all Agencies except Gwalior and Malwa. Priceg are falling generally and are fairly 
easy everywhere. Prospects are generally favourable. 


Central Provinces.—The weather has been showery but heavy falls were also re¬ 
ceived measuring 9 inches iq Yeotmal, 6tMnches in Bilaspur and Wardha and 5 inches in 
Narsinghpur. The average rainfall to date has been exceeded in several districts, es¬ 
pecially in Wardha, Nagpur, Yeotmal and Raipur, The average has not yet been reached 
in Saugor, Damoh, Jubbulpore, Mandla and Nimar but these districts have liad sufficient 
rain- In tracts under cotton and juar, crops have suffered in low-lying lands from exr 
cessive moisture. The general condition of standing- crops is satisfactory but a break in 
the rains is now necessary. Reaping of minor crops continued in Damoh, Mandla, Seoni, 
Hoshangabad, Nimar, Betul and Chanda. Fodder and water are sufficient and cattle 
are doing well. Prices The price of juar in Nimar became cheaper and that of gram 
in Chhindwara dearer by 4 seerslper rupee. In Buldana fuar fell by 2 seers. Prices aie 
falling slightly in most districts, * 

Feudatory States ,—During the week Sakti had 5 inches of rain. In the remaining 
States the quantity registered ranged between 45. cents and 3 inches. brasshopper/s 
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continue to damage rice^ in Sakti. Otherwise the condition of crops is generally good. 
The supply of fodder and water is adequate. Prices—rice in Sarangarh, Sakti and 

Jashpur fell from 2 to 3 seers per rupee.

Bombay.— 'The rainfall during the week was heavy in parts of Ahmednagar ; good 
io Nasik, Sholapur, Satara, Bijapur, Dharwar, Savantvadi and Kolhapur, moderate in 
Surab, the Konkan, West Khandesh and Belgaum and slight elsewhere, except in Sind. 
Thft rainfall was general and ^ullicient but more rain is needed in parts of Thar and 
Parkar, Gujarat, Colaba, Kanara, West Khandesh, .Satara Belgaum and Baroda Standing 
^ crops are suffering from insufficient moisture in parts oi^Alimedabad and Cutch and 
from excessive moisture in Ahmednagar. They have been damaged‘slightly by rats 
in Karachi, by insects in Larkaiia, Hyderabad and the Upper Sind Frontier, by g^s* 
hoppers in Ahmednagar, Poona, Belgaum and Djiarwar and are generally ^ood 
elsewhere. Harvesting of autumn crops is progres.'iing in Hyderabad, Thar and Parkar, 
Ahmedabad, the Ranch Mahals, Kaira, Ramagiri, Baroda, Mahi Kantha, Rewa Kantha 
and Savantvadi. Lands are being prepared for cultivation of spring crops in parts of 
Sind, the Panch Mahals, Khandesh, Nasik, Poona, Satara and Rewa Kantha. Sowing 
of spring crops is in progress in Broach, Poona, Sholapur, Satara, Bijajxir, Belgaum, 
Baroda an^ Rewa Kantha. The fodder supply is generally adequate. Agricultural 
stock is deficient in Ahmednagar, ftoona, Sholapur and Satara but is generally in good 
condition. The supply of water for drinking and irrigation is generally adequate. Grain 
stocks are sufficient.’PricM^jsjp f*ilen in Hyderabad, the Upper Sind Frontier, the 
Panch Mahals, Kairu, Br|(|^'K|y^;and Ahmedn®^ and are generally stationary else¬ 
where. The quantity pr^ -. jeer rupee is v^'jPT 19 to 40 per cent; in the Konkan 
13 to 29 per cent and Ritak lo^o'^Sf^er cent less than the normal. In 

Gujarat prices ranged fm^to j^kcent more than normal to 26 per cent less and 
in the Deccan from 25 per cQr>jjB^ to 23 per cent less. 

Hyderabad. —The average rainfall in the Dominions was 2 inches l8 cents. The 
rain was general but somewhat excessive in the Gulbarga and Ustnan.abad districts aiftl 
fair to good in other places. The heaviest fall occurred in Scram in the Gulbarg:^ 
district. Rain and crop reports arc satisfactory in all talukas of the Raichur district. 
The autumn crop is fair to good but has suffered from rain in parts of the Parbhani 
and Nandcr districts. Harvesting of autumn crops has begun in some places. Lands 
are being prepared for spring crops and sowings are proceeding. Cattle disease is 
prevalent in sixteen talukas. PViccs:—wheat bf ; coarse rice 6i and jtiar seers 
per rupee showing a fall of i .seer in the price of juar. White juar is selling in 
Hyderabad City at tij- seers and yellow juar at 13 seers. The highest price in 
districts is 8 seers in Karimnagar and the lowest 26 seers in Bidar. 

Mysore. —The rainfall was good during the week throughout the State. Markets 
are well supplied. Standing crops are in good condition. Prospects of the season 
are good. Cattle arc generally healthy. Water^nd fodder are available. 

Coofg.—Rainfall 5 inches 84 cents. The condition of the rice crop is good. 
Prices of food grains arc high. The public health is fair. Water and fodder for 
cattle are sufficient. 

Madras. —The rainfall was very heavy in Kurnool ; heavy in Godavari, Kistna, Guntur, 
Bellary, Anantapur and South Caiiara ; good in Vizagapatam, Cuddapah, Nellore, 
Chingleput, Malabar and the Nilgiris; «iV in Tinnevelly and light to fair elsewhere. 
The rainfall in sixteen districts was above the average of the last 35 years. Irrigation 
supplies are sufficient in Ganjam, Vizagapatam, Godavari, Kistna, Bellary, Anantapur, 
Cuddapah, Trichinopoly, Taiijore, the west coast of Ramnad and the Nilgiris and insuffi¬ 
cient in Chingleput and in parts of other districts. Ploughing, sowing, weeding *and 
transplanting are in progress in parts. Standing crops are generally fair but some in 
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parts of Bellary have been damaged .by locusts and some in ptirts of Guntur, Salem 
and Coimbatore require moro rain. Harvests continue in parts with outturn generally fair 
to normal. Pasture is insufficient in parts of Tinnevclly. Fodder,is scanty in parts of 
Ganjam, Godavari, Nellore. and North Arcot. The condition of cattle is generally 
good. The price of rice is stationary in twelve districts, has fallen in nine and has 
risen in three. The prices of millets have fluctuated as follows is stationary 

in five districts, has fallen in sixteen and has risen iij^ one. Cholam is stationary in 
three districts, has fallen in seven and has risen in five. Cumbu is stationary in six 
districts, has fallen in nine anii^has risen in one. The public health is generally good. 
Prospects are generally good. 'I'he condition of the labouring classes is generally aatis- 
factwy and employment is readily available. Grain stocks are generally sufficient.

Bainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the 6th October 1910, based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Eeports of the period. 

1. The depression in Gujarat referred to in last week's report extended northwards, 
and caused abnormally heavy rain in the west of the United Provinces .and the adjacent 
districts of the Punjab. As this depression filled up another appeared off the OriMi coa'st 
and, travelling to the neighbourhoorl of Cawnpore, occasioneil widespread rairvin the east 
of the United Provinces. Both depressions also gave rain in the cea 4 wrf uart's of the 
country and the north of the l’enins*^lla, but on their disappearance raint^ceased in all 
these areas and at the eiul of the week was occurring pnj|y in Burma andj|pctheast India. 

2. The rainfall of the week was more dr less'irf*lr^e excess in J^am, Bengal, the 
United Provinces, the Punjab East and North, Ra]^utana East, (^arat. Central India 
Berar, tUe Central Provinctfs, the Konkan, Hvd^fchad North and, the^Iad^bs Coast North. 
The only are.a.s where rainfall was mojre tlu 
Kashmir and the south of the F'enlnsula.

1st October 1910.

Burma.—Tho rainfall was heavy in Tenasserim, moderato in the rest of Lower 
Burma and mostly light in Upper Burma. Report,s for ten districts liavc not been 
received. Sowing and transplanting of winter rice have nearly been completed in Lower 
Burma and are progressing normally in Upper Burma. Operations have been retarded by 
floods in parts of four districts. Standing crops are on the whole in good conditioi^ud 
prospects are favourable. The price of i^husked rice has risen considerably in Pegu 
and has fallen considerably in I'harravv.id ly. -Slight variations are rcporiJLfior ^hree 
other cc-ntres. Prices arc gener.ally normal. " 

Eastern Bengal and Assam. —Lc.ss rain Vvas received jdnring^he week.' No 
rain fell in»l)arrang and Nowgoag but the fall yawfi. fairly heavy in parts oi Jthc Chitta¬ 
gong .division, Bakarganj and My^mmsingh andpH^t to "moderate elsewhere. Steeping 
and washing of jute continue. Transplantation WSStdeo^icejarnl^lj^vesting of autumn 
rice have been nearly completc-d. Plougliing^jBj^^BiTo^^P^^Hcrops, plucking of tea 
and sowing of pulses arc in progr(^^^»»^rospec^Wof cotton,^Bigarcane, tea .'iml winter 
rice arc goefd. The average price of common rice has fallen one per cent. Cattle 

disease prevails in Goalpara, ^imrup, Darrang and the GaA Hills. 

Bengal.—The rainfall craring tlio week was» general Xver the Province. The hall 
was heavy in Cuttack, Bal.asore, Puri and also in ManbhunA-nd Singhhluim ; moderate in 
Hpoghly, Khulna, MnzalTarpur, Darbhanga,. Purnea, Sonthal Pargamas, .\ngul and 
Ranchi and light in the rest of the Province. More raijVis wanted for standing crops in 
Bankur.a, Midnapore, Hooghly, the 24-i’arganas and Mi^hidabad. Harvesting of autumn 
crops is in progress. Weeding of winter rice dontitwes. The condition of winter rice 
and other standing crops is good in most di.strict^ -"i^e price of common rice has fallen 
in Burdwan, Midnapore, Nadia, .Murshidabad^ jess^® Patna, Gaya, Saran, Muzaffarpur, 
Darbhanga, the Sonthal Parganas, Arigul, flaz^Bagh and Pafamau and has been 
stationary in the remaining districts. Cattle disealH is reported from thirteen districts. 
The fodder and water supply is sufficient througjBut the Province. 

United Provinces. —Excessive rain fellB^Ric close, or just af' the dose, of the 
week over a large part of the Provinces ca^Kng some d image tc,^^ standing crops 
especially in low-lying tracts. The state of prieBhowever indicates nodmatorial damage 
to general prospects. Cotton-picking and haiflfcting of maize and |•hillets continue. 
The heavy rainfall retarded in places the pre^«tion and sowing ofiffields for spring 
crops and fine weather is now required. The t^Bdition of agricukuraI"Ltock continues 
good but sporadic cattle disease is reported fr^B twenty-nine distriaj. Supplies are- 
everyvvhere ample. Prices have fallen in fou^en districts and arel^r.the most part 
stationary elsewhere.

over a million insured articles representing a total insured value of nearly 17 million 
pounds were posted, while the amount paid as compensation was only about 
j^50o; pensions to the amount £1"] 1,000 were disbursed to 

Native military pensioners in^^jlFrunjaD; ’],'joi lbs. of quinine were sold to 
the public ; and over 5^ millWn of telegraph messages were sent from telegraph 
offices under the com^Jlll of the Post Office, representing a total revenue of 
^213,750 as compared with postal expenditure of 78,000 on account of such 
offices. The number of accounts open in the Savings Bank on the 31st March, 
If 10, was 1,378,916 with a total balance of over 10^ million pounds sterling. 
The total revenue and expenditure for the year, after making the various ad¬

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Principal 4. There were during the year few changes in the inland post which directly

On the 1st April, 1909, the last two remaining minor circles, Central Pro¬ 
vinces and Rajputana, were abolished and in their place the Central Circle was 
created. 

The reforms in sorting which were alluded to in last year's report were 
proceeded with. Their success was manifest, and in the course of the current 
year their completion may be expected. 

(The field post offices in North China were maintained, and special postal 
arrangements were made as usual for military camps, etc., and for the tour of 
His Excellency the Viceroy. 

There was a strike of drivers on the Madras and Southern Mahratta 
Railway in May, 1909, which temporarily interfered with the running of mail trains. 
Special arrangements were, however, made to cope with the difficulties.and few 
serious delays to the mails occurred. 

The great cyclone ^f 17th Octpher last disorganised for the time the steam¬ 
er and train services of'^astern :^^Pne postal servant lost his life in the 

storm. Interruptions irS^he mail service diie to breaches on the railways were 
not more than usual. 

The Calcutta-Madras mall train ran off the line anC was wrecked at Ennorc 
on 19th June, 1909, and the Inspector of Sorting travelling in the mail van was 
killed. The Madras inward festal Special train was also wrecked on 4th March, 
1910, at Bhalwani in collision \^th a goods train. 

Only in the Central Circle did plague appear in a more virulent form 
than last year. The deaths among all employes from the disease were 85 as 
against 62 in the preceding year. 

5. As in previous years, the nP‘/ssity of the pay of postal servants keeping 
pace with increase in responsibilfc^s and in cost of living has been constantly 
borne in mind. During the year uri 5 r report increases in pay were sanctioned 
in the case of 8 head postmasters, V 3 deputy and assistant postmasters, 1,077 
sub-postmasters, and 484 branch post! rsters. The pay of 575 clerks and sorters, 

‘‘^,731 postmen and village postmen, ,2 runners, and 619 other inferioi servants 
'•('was also raised. In spite of the ness of the year financially, no fewer than 
t "‘5,679 postal officials have had their pV^ and prospects improved. 

6. The foreign money order systw!t/was extended to Anguilla in the West 
feign pest. Indies ; to Benadir (Italian Somalilani^ to the Chatham, Cook, Fanning, Penrhyn 

and Savage Islands in the Pacific Ocean; to the French Colonies on the West 
Coast of Africa; and to the Island of'Madagascar. Arrangements were conclu¬ 
ded during the year for the introduction, from the ist April, 1910, of a direct 
exchange of money orders between and the Orange River Colony (in place 
of the previously existing service throh^J^^^iSi^D and between India and Siam. 
The maximum limit of amount for a single mone)*^rder was raised to £20 in the 
case of the exchange with Mexico and to ^'40 in the casCvoL.that with Bulgaria. 

The rates of postage applicable to parcels for France, Italy, Egyiu, and a 
large number of other countries were reduced in consequence of tlie British Post 
Office having agreed to the application of the reduced charges for st ;i, transit- 
contemplated by Article 3 of the Parcel Post Convention of Rome—to the services 
performed by the P. and 0 . steamers between Bombay and Marsoilles vtd 
Aden and Port Said and between Port Said and ^^disl. ’ Reductions were

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also effected in rates of postage on parcels for Canada, North-Eastern 
Rhodesia, the German offices in Morocco, Netherlands-India, and the Seychelles. 

The foreign parcel post was extended to the Malay States of Kedah and 
Kelantan and insurance to destination was made available for foreign registered 
letters ’addressed to German New Guinea, to certain places in the Caroline, 
Marianne (or Ladrone) Marshall, and Palaos (or Pelew) Islands, and to the 
British postal agencies in Turkey at Beyrout, Constantinople, Salonica, and 
Smyrna. 

The parcel post service from India to Servia had to be suspended owin^to 
th^ Servian Postal Administration having imposed certain conditions on the c^ccept* 
ance of postal parcels for that country «which could not be complied with by the 
Indian Post Office. 


Arrangements were made, in the case of uninsured parcels exchanged be¬ 
tween India on one side and Gibraltar, Hongkong, Mauritius, the Seychelles, and 
"New Zealand on the other, for the payment under certain conditions of compen¬ 
sation not exceeding 25 francs (Rs. 15-0-0), in the event of loss of, damage to, 
or abstraction from, such parcels. * * 

A revised agreement was entered into^vlth the Chinese Imperial Postal 
Administration for the establishment of direct mail communication between the 
Chinese provinces of Yun^n, Kweichow, and Szechwan and Burma vtd Bhamo 
in Upper Burma and vid Kengtung in the Southern Shan States.

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The slackness of trade in the country during the year consequent on the 
bad harvests of the year before and the general commercial depression through¬ 
out the world accounts for the comparatively small increase. The slow develop¬ 
ment of our parcel traffic during the last two years is specially noticeable.

The numbers of parcels sent to, and received from, the United Kingdom' 
during the year were 123,701 arid 276,890, respectively, as compared with 
122,220 and 261,534, respectively,, during 1908-09., The^ percentage which 
this traffic bears to the total of ourjor^jjfri.parcel traffic remains fairly staliomaty. 
In the parcel exchanges with cogiTiriesother than the United Kingdom, there 
was, as usual, some dej^JjjJ^JSi'it, but, except in the case of Ceylon, they remain 
unimportant. * ThASffffbers of parcels sent to and received from these countries 
during the ye^^w^e 161,017 (of which 101,024 were for Ceylon) and 106,930,

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Delivery 14. Appendix 11 sliows that the number of letters, postcards, newspapers, 

year. and packets issued for delivery and of parcels posted amounted to 919,524,127 
and these figures, added to the 24,418,682 money orders issued for payment, make 
a grand total for all these classes of articles of 943,942,809, as compared with 
898,886,127 in 1908-09, being an increase of 5‘oi per cent, as against one of ^'82 
per cent, in the previous year. Of these 943,943,809 articles, it is estimated that 
940,839,537 or 99 67 per cent, were actually delivered or paid. 

Work of 15. The total number of postal articles, excluding money orders, consigned 

to the Dead Letter Offices .during the year was 9,215,748, representing a satis¬ 
factorily small increase over the previous year of only 'iS per cent, as against 
8 96 per cent, in 1908-09 and 10-48 per cent, in the preceding year. 

Detailed information showing the dist'ibution among the Dead Letter 
Offices and the manner of disposal of the articles which reached them, is given 
in Appendix III. More than 30.^ per cent, of the articles received were redirect¬ 
ed to the addressees, while more than 43^- per cent, were issued for return to the 
senders. Less than 9 per cent, of the total number of articles issued by the 
Dead Letter Offices came back to them as undelivered, and the total number of 
articles finally deposited as ” Dead,^hat is as undeliverable either to addressees 
or senders, was 2,963,653. This r^ rtifents 32^ out of every ten thousand of the 
total number of articles given out at post offices for delivery, and includes a large 
number of articles which from their nature were not susceptible of delivery, such 
as articles with no address at all. In Bengal, Madras, aiVJ Bombay alone on an 
average about 136 articles were posted every day with no address whatever, 
and many of these contained money or valuables. In articles opened in the five 
larger Dead Letter Offices, cheques, hundis, currency notes, bills of exchange, 
coins, and other property of the nominal value of nearly 53 lakhs of rupees were 
found. The great majority of these articles were successfully delivered either 
to the addressees or the senders. Among the articles thus delivered was one 
containing a number of small dianioi^ds posted in an unpaid cover.

16. Details of the issues from 
'ds, embossed envelopes, and wrapptfs and alsQ of service postage stamps, 
stcards, and envelopes will be founSin Appendix IV. The total value of 
iinary postage stamps and postal st^ nery issued during the year amounted 
to over three crores of rupees, showing 1 j increase of more than 44J lakhs over 
the value of issues during the previous^.ar. The total value of service stamps 
and stationery issued exceeded 46 laklis, being an increase of more than 2| 
lakhs upon last year’s figure. 

The quarter-anna ordinary adhesive stamp continued to command the highest 
s.alc, the total number sold having increased from 167 millions in the previous 
year to 185 millions during the year ullj^s^port. The quartcr-anna single 
postcard had the next largest sale, but, owing increasing use of postcards 

of private manufacture, the sale decreased from olCT’i'-^imllions in 1908-09 to 
116J millions. The half-anna adhesive stamp comes nextT^^jssues (includ¬ 
ing tlie stamps in booklets) were over 1 io| millions. This was followed by the 
small half-anna envelope, which is sold for the face value of the stamp, with a 
sale of 69 millions as against 70 millions in the previous year. Of the’ ordinary 
stamps the sale of the 4 anna, 8 anna and i rupee denominations was smaller

treasuries of ordinary postage stamps, post-

and the 8 anna stamps this is due to the increase from the ist January, I909, of 
the minimum rate fc.r tclegiams from 4 annas to 6 annas. 'I'herc has been a 
large corresponding increase in the sale el 6 anna stamps. The demand for the 
I rupee stamp rose abnormally in K08-09 for the pa)ment of telegraph charges- 
The issug of the 2 rupees, 3 rupees and 5 rupees stamps to departmental telegraph 
offices .was stopped for some months in ico8, and no stamps of higher value than 
5 rupees were available in the country till January, 1989. With greater sales of 
the stamps of high value there was a natural falling off in the sale of the i rupee 
stamps in the year under report. 

In addition to postage stamps, non-judicial and court-fee stamps are s^Id 
in many post ofTices ; but, except in I^urma, the postmaster acts as a private 
vendor in respect of these stamps, and they do not form part of the post ofhee 
balance. In Burma, where general stamps are kept by postmasters in the same 
way as postage stamps, the sales amounted to Rs. 75,509- 

The new 6 anna service stamps and 25 rupees ordinary and .service stamps 
Indented for during the previous year reached this country during the year and

The average amount for which each letter was insured was Rs. 217, as 
compared with Rs. 215 in the preceding year, and the average amount for which 
each parcel was insured was Rs. 272, as compared with Rs. 270 in 1908-09. 

]8. During the year, one hundred and sixty-seven claims for compensation for

19. The total number of value-payable articles of all kii?:ils sent through the 
post was 6,870,979 as compared with 6,393,575 in the previous year. The total 
amount declared for recovery was eight crores of rupees, as against nearly seven 
crores in the preceding year. There was thus an increase of 7'66 per cent, in the 
number of articles and of 675 per cent, in the amount specified for rccovfery. The 
number of value-payable articles posted in the city of Calcutta was 2,025,494, as 
compared with 1,811,513 «in the preceding year, and the Department realised on 
the delivery of these ai'ticles and paid over to the tradesmen of Calcutta a total sum 
oLRs. 2,35,52.396 or over one and a half million pounds sterling, The number 
or value-payable articles posted in the city of Bombay rose from 924,689 to 983,369 
during the year under review and the lamount reali.sed on the delivery of the 
articles and paid to the senders was Rs. 1,13,87,441, or over three-quarters of a 
million pounds sterling. 

The increase extended to all classes of valuc-pr.yable articles. The average 
value of each article posted was Rs. 11-14-2, as compared with Rs. ll-i5-Join 
1908-09. 

The number of valuc-payalfc^rticles despatched from India to Ceylon was 
80,720 of the aggregate value oPRs.

Section IV.—Money Orders. 


General 20. Appendix V (fl) shows the entire, money order transactions (including 

value-payable money orders) of the Department year by year for a period of ten 
years, separate figures being given for inland and foreign money orders. The 
total number of money orders issued during 1909-10 was 24,669,161 as compared 
with 23,877,637 in the previous year, and the total amount remitted was more 
than 43i crores, as compared with over 42^- crores in the year 1908-09, Foreign 
money orders constitute, as usual, a very small percentage (3'17) of the entire 
transactions of the year. 

21. Appendix V (S) shows the issues and payments of inland money orders 
^ for 1909-10 by postal circles and cc|npares the results of the year with those of 
the previous year. More than 23^- million inland money orders, ordinary and 
telegraphic, of the aggregate amoqnt of nearly 40 crores of rupees were issued 
during the year; and the commit m amounted to something over 46^ lakhs of 
rupees. There was an increase o^ the transactions of the previous year of 
3 27 per cent in the number of inland money orders issued, of I’gS in their 
amount, and of 2'26 in the commission realised.

51,483 against 51,124 in 1908-09, being an increase of only'70 per cent, 
as compared with an increase of 5'oi per cent, in the number of articles carried. 
The number of cases in which the complaints were found to be justified was 
16,648 against 16,442 in 1908-09. Though it is fully acknowledged that these 
16,648 complaints by no means represent all the justifiable causes of complaint 
given to the public during the year, it is at least of some interest to observe 
that they represent a percentage of only‘ooiS on the total number of articles 
carried during the year.

Out of these, enquiries showed that in 3,064 cases the Post Ofiice was in no 
way to blame. In 86’ cases no definite conrlusion had been arrived at when 
the year closed, while in 1,405 cases, or 26’3 per cent, of the total, the complaints 
were well-grounded. Of the well-grounded complaints, 284 were made in respect 
of more than 2J millions of ordinary registered parcels, 109 in respect of over a 
million of insured articles, 44 f in respect of nearly 3,^ millions of value-payable re¬ 
gistered articles, and 571 in respect of more than iS.^ millions of registered arti¬ 
cles of other kinds. The figures for complaints in respect of registered parcels 
for the last three years (864, 1,074, 1,270) arc eloquent of the growth in size 

of ladies’ hats and of the faith so unworthily bestowed on mere cardboard boxes 
to keep them safe in transit. 

The number of inland registered articles in respect of which claims for com¬ 
pensation were dealt with was 599 as compared with 431 in the previous year. 
Compensation amounting to Rs. 3,197-I-1 was_ paid in respect of 227 articles, 
while applications for compensation were rejected in the case of 228 articles, At 
the close of the year, 160 cases were still under enquiry.

Among the offenders convicted or deparlmentally punished were 55 departmental 
postmasters and 34 clerks, 87 extraneous agents in charge of post ollices, 224 
postmen and village postmen, 3 5 runners, and 25 oflicials of the Railway Mail 
Service. The defalcations and losses amounted to Rs. 46,947-0-g, as compared 
with R^. 65,197-9-6 in the previous year. Of this sum Rs. 27,462-8-3 was 
recovered from the offenders or their sureties, Rs. 4,747-2-0 ^\as decreed against 
the Pdst OfTice Guarantee Fund, Rs. 83-7-4 was written off as irrecoverable, 
and Rs. 14,653-15-2 had still to be adjusted at the cteso of the year. 

'XA. The offences against the Post Office committed by persons not belong- Offences by 
ing to the Department included nine cases of money order frauds involving a |hmsons. 
of Rs. 645 and two cases of fraudulent withdrawals from the Savings Bank 
amounting to Rs. 175. There were also ninety-eight cases of theft of Govern¬ 
ment money from the mails and post offices, besides cases of highway roiibery, 
which are dealt with separately. The total amount stolen was Rs. 14,161-15-6, 
of which Rs. 3,661-2-10 \tas recovered, Rs. 107-5-2 was decreed igainst the 
Guarantee Fund, Rs. 1,030-15-0 written off as finally lost, and Rs. 9,362-3-6 
remained unadjusted at the close of the year.

35 in the previous year. Of these, nineteen occurred in British territory and ten the m.-jils. 
in Native States. 

Of the robberies that occurred In Rritisli terrilory, six took place in Madras, 
four in the Punjab, four in the United Provinces, three in Bombay, and two in 
Bengal. 

Two cases were attended with loss of life. On the night of the 22nd April, 

. 1909, a runner carrying mails from Tekkalakota to Bellarv in Madras was murdered 
by robbers who carried aw.ay the whole mail. Four men were arrested on suspicion,' 
but were discharged for want of evidence. The second case occurred on'the' 
North-West Frontier on the Fort Satideman-Daraban lino. The malls from 
Daraban and Moghalkot Shirani due at Fort Ifandeman on the 21st March, 1910, 
were robbed in transit and the trooper accompanying them was murdered. The 
mails were recovered intact. The murder of the trooper, which was ascertained 
to have been due to a private feud, was referred to the Shirani jirs^a^ which 
agreed to arrange a settlement according to tribal custom, 

Two other cases, though not attended with loss of life, may be mentioned. 

On the 7th August, 1909, thirteen paAl bags were being conveyed from 
Karaikudi to Oyakondan Siruvayal in the^|trict of Madura in Madras. The 
bags were in a bullock cart in charge of an overseer, who was driving it himself 
when he was attacked and overpowered by a band of robbers, who drove the 
Cart into the jungle and unloaded it. The overseer was left bound hand 
and foot, but managed to rea?li tTie outskirts of the nearest village, whence he 
sent word to the local Police. Eia^ of the thirteen bags were found 
unopened in the jungle. were subsequently arrested, of whom 

six were sentenced to vano^l&Siras of rigorous imprisonment. The second case 
occurred in the Natungj^fe of Bastar during the local rising of February, 1910, 
during the early stages of which the mail communications between the post 
offices in the State were seriously disorganised. Two runners’huts and some 
lett»r-boxes were destroyed, and some mails were carried off. 

Government suffered a loss in this class of case amounting to Rs. 14,326-5-6. 

Of this sum, Rs. 569-5-0 represents cash and stamps stolen. The entire mail

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\va.s recovered in eight cases, and part of the mail in thirteen cases. In the 
remaining eight cases the whole mail was lost. Eight prosecutions were 
instituted, in five of which convictions were obtained. 

In addition to the cases of actual highway robbery mentioned above, there 
was one unsuccessful attempt to rob the mails. This took place in British 
territory. 

36. These were unfortunately not the only cases during the year in which 
lives of postal servants w^re lost. On the 15th May, 1909, a runner in Coorg, 
while waiting at a stage to receive the incoming mails, was accidentally shot dead 
by t .n Indian sportsman. On the 12th June, 1909, a runner in the Punjab 

was exchanging mails from the footboard of a mail van, when, the train 

starting suddenly, his foot slipped and he ^as run over and killed. On the 16th 
November, 1909, the sub-postmaster of Malkhanagar in the district of Dacca and 
a postman of the office were brutally murdered in their beds. Robbery was 
apparently not the object as nothing was taken away. ‘The police enquiry into the 
case has not yet been concluded. On theSih December, 1909, a village postman 
in Bengal was murdered while sleeping in a school hou.se in his beat, having been 
taken for the school master agairi^whoni his assailants had a grudge. Some of 
them have since been secured *1 are under trial. In the same month, a 
postman in the Bomb.iy Presidency, whih; returning from his beat, was 

bitten by a venomous snake and died. On the 3r(l February, 1910, a runner 
in Bengal w.is carried off by a tiger. On the 21st of the same month 
a mail overseer a;id a village postman in Burma were severely beaten 

by some villagers who took (lie former for a pl.ague inspector against w hoin they 
h.id a grudge. The village postman subsequently died from the injuries received. 
.Three arrests have been made aial I lie accused are under trial. On the 
26th Fehru.ary, 1910, a village postman in the Punj.ab, while out on his beat, was 
decoyed inlo .1 field of sugar-cane and was there murdered for the sake of an 
insured p.irccl which he h.ad in his possession. 1 he reported assailants were 
subsequeuliy arrested by the police, but the enquiry into the case had not been 
concluded when the year closed.

At the close'of the year there were 19,249 active policies in existence, re¬ 
presenting an apgi egate of Rs, 2,65,96,126, of w hich 8,329 were held by Post 
Oflicc servants and 10920 by persons employed in other Departments. Four 
new contracts for monthly allowances were entered into during the year and 
there were 129 such contracts in existence at the end of the year, the total of 
the mofithly allowances contracted for being Rs. 1,25811-:. 

Four life annuities were purchased from the Post Office under Article 807 
of the Civil Service Regulations. n • 

^ 47. The pensions of 36,332 pensioners of the Native Army wore paid 1 ".’"’''"* 

through the agency of the Post Office in the Punjab and North-West Frontier 
during 1909-10, as compared with 35 387 in 1908-09 and the amount paid oirihis 
account was Rs. 25,65,222-8-5, as cumpared with Rs. 24,'.8,362-4-7 in the pre¬ 
vious year.

No. I9n2.—In exerci.se of the power.s coi^crrcd by section 58 of the Pilgrim Ships 
’^ct, 1J895 (XIV of 1893), the Governor GcneiP in Council is plea.sed to make tha following 
rule*fjn supersession of the rules published with the notification ol the Government of India 
in the Home Department no. 262, dated the 5th October 1896, as amended by subsequent 
notifications - 

1. In these rules “ the Inspector ” means the ofiicer appointed by the local Govern¬ 
ment under stetion 8, or the person authorized by such olficer as aforesaid under section q 
of the Pilgrim Ships Act (XIV of 1893), hereinafter referred to as " the Act,” and 
" section ” means a section of the said Act. 

2. The Inspector shall, on receiving the notice required by section 8, himself proceed 
or give written authority to some competent person on his behalf, to inspect the ship, her 
provisions, medical stores, equipments, ventilation, fittings, etc., and shall satisfy himself 
by such inspection that they meet all prescribed requirements. 

3. The certificates A and B required under sections 11 and 12 shall be given in Forms 
nos. I and 11 appended to these rules and that required under section 24 in Form III. 
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4. No certificate umler section 12 shall be grant' d hcttveen May 20th and September 
20th in any year in respect of a ship of a tonnage of less than 500 registered tons, or wliich 
is not capable of steaming at least eight knots an hour in ordinary monsoon weather ; nor 
shall .such a certific.ate be given unless all the arrangements required by these rules have 
been made to the entire satisfaction of the Inspector. 

5. The Inspector shall see that in all rases where the nunibrr of pilgrims exreed.s 100, 
the medical officer of the ship is present at the official inspection and that such medical 
officer has had an opportunity of satisfying himself as to the completeness of the arrange¬ 
ments made for the accommodation ami care of the pilgrims under these rules ; and shall 
require such medical officer to fu'nish a certifie.ate to that effect in Form IX and to sign 
the second of the certificates prescribed by rule 58.

Proviso .—Proviiled that, where in ships already fitted the minimum cubic contents of 
boats placed under davits are provided, as required by column 3 of the .said scale, ^his rule 
shall be deemed to have been sulhcieiitly complied with,’ although the actual number of 
boats so carried falls below the minimum prescibed in column 2 of the said scale. 

(2) Every boat shall be supplied with two fresh-water breakers, two small tin-lined 
lockers lilted under the side Wats in the stern and each capable of holding about 50 ll)s of 
biscuit, and a tightly spread canvas cover.

(4) One rowlock for each thwart and two spare ones, 

(s) One life-buoy. 

(6) One painter of reasonable length. 
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( 7 ) Two plugs. 

(S] One tiller, or one yoke and yoke lines. 

(9) One white globe lamp. 

(10) One good flare, 

(1 1) One rope for each man in the boat securely made fast to the guv Iv tween the 
davit fjeads and of sufficient length to reach the water v hen the ship is light.

The awning and windsails shall be kept up so long ns the weather does not render this 
impossible. 

26. Strong ladders 2J feet wide with hand rails of a convenient height shall be pro¬ 
vided for every hatchway used as such and not merely as a ve.ntilator ; ami, as ad-n 
ditional means for women and children to iiold on by, knotted handrojjcs shall be fastened, 
conveniently near the ladders. 

27. Hooks for hanging the required number of lanterns sTiall he fixed at convenient 
distances ap.art. 

2S. The space to be occupied by pilgrims must be kept clear from obstruction of any 
kind w'hatever, thoroughly clean and dry ; and nothing, except life-belts with the consent 
of the Inspector given under rule t6, shall be slung .up or_ stowed away between the beams. 
Every day while the pilgrims are on deck the between-decks shall be carefully cleaned 
and scrubbed with dry sand mixed with suitable disinfectants.* 

29. Bamboos, ropes or strong rails {hall be securely fastened fore and aft to the 
midship stanchions on the befween-Ueck. 

30. No timber or cargo of any kind, and only the necessary fittings properly secured 
and live-stock for consumption on the voyage, shall be allowed on the upper deck, which 
shall, save as aforesaid, be exclusively reserved for the pilgrims.f 

31. A set of water-vessels, such as backets and tin mugs required by topases or 
others for use In the latrines, shall be excIusifVly set apart for such purpose ; and they 
.shall 1>e marked or printed so as to be clearly distinguishable from those used fpr cooking 
or drinking purjxjses. 

Food, fuel and water-supply. 

32. Every pilgrim ship shall b.e supplied in accordance with the following scale with 
fond, Uitl and water, of good quality, conveniently stored and in quantity sufficient to 
supply the pilgrims on b lard during the intended voyage (including such detention in 
quarantine as may be probable) :

Providrd tint, in tli« cast' of flrinliing*xvater, the allowance hereby prescribed sh ll 
be provided for each pilgrim irrespective of hi s ago. 

A signboard written in bold letters in the Persian, Urd.i and Gnzarati clnr.arters sliall 
be disjdayed at the pi ice, to be approved by the inspecter, at which stores are dispersed, 
announcing that food can be procured there. At the same place shall be posted a 
table of the rations of food and water in Persian, Urdu and Guzaraii, and a price hst in t! e 
same languages of the articles of food offered for sale. 

33. Excepting fuel and water, wliicli sliall always be found bv the ship, the arth Ics 
in the foreg ling scale nee<l not be provided for those pilgrims who li.ive '-atistied the oiticer 
appointed in this behalf under section 16, that th' y^have on board food surficient for laeir 
own use. 

31.. Every pilgrim ship shall, in aildltion to the re()iiirem(;nts of the two hist foregoing 
rules, have onboard, either as cargo or stor-s, food suilicient, in the opinion of the 
Inspector, to provide for the [lilgrims in the event of .an accident to tlie s!ii[;’s 
mawhinery. 

35. (/) Every pilgrim ship shall be provided ivith caboose accomniodation sufficient 
to cook for the tidal number of pilgrims ..m board, and such accominodati'm shall in no 
case consist of less than two c.abooses or cooking ranges pl.»ced on lieck, pro'pcrlv boused 
and covered, to which the. pilgrims sli.ill have free access between the hour.s of 6 A.M, and 
9 P.M. 

{3) All cooking ranges shall he made of substantial pl.ate-iron lined ii.side witli bricks . 
and lai.-ied at least four inches from tfie deek, with an outlet or chimney at loo for ting 
d^cape of smoke. Each range shall contain five or six cooking pl.iei s, and the iv.a'.ter 
shall see that fires aiieipiate for co 'king are kept lighted at them from 6 A.M. to 9 p.m. 
An atblilioiial range sh.all be provided for every 200 ijilgriins carried in excess of 100. 
Cooking on board in [dlgrii^s’ {.'rivalc stoves is proliibitecl. 

(y) The Inspector may n-quire the master to provide such iiumb.?r .as such In.sp^ ctor 
may th>nk necessary of Miihamina lan cooks, not e.xcecding three per hundred pilgrims 
(exclusive of pilgrims who have on board their own supplies and desire to cook lor litein- 
selves ). 

36. The crew of the ship shall not be allowed to ii.se tlic cooking ranges or latrines 
set apart for pilgrims while pilgrims aie on board, but shall be provided with a separate 
cooking range and latrine. 

37. Each ship shall be fitted with a coiid’iiser or distilling apparatus of sulficicnt 
capacity to produce at lea.st one gallon of drinking-water a d iy for every person on board 
of whatever age, including tlie crew. 

38. No certificate under section 13 .shall b * granted unle.ss the conden.sor cannot only 
supply the minimum quantity of water prescribed under rule 37 for each per.son on board, 
but ^Iso yield every 2.1. hours 500 gallons of pi^, cold water lit to drink. 

39. The tank.s for storing drinking-water on boartl shall not be placed near the latrines. 
They shall be protected from all filth, and sliall be so clo.sed that the distribution of the water 
can be effected only by means of pumps or from taps with lock and key fitted to tlie 

tanks. 

40. The water of any tank pronounced bad by the medical officer of the ship shall be 
immediately rejected and pumped out and the tank cleaned out before being re-lilled. 

41. If there is any doubt as to tl.e quality of the drinking-water stored, or as to the 
possibility of its pollution, either at its source or in the cour.se of the voyage, it shall be 
well boiled ; and it shall be thrown into the sea as soon as it is possible to obtain a purer 
supply. 

42. Every condenser or distilling apparatus shall have a separate engine for working 
the circulating cold-water pump, and under no circumstances shall this engine be used for 
any other purpose than that of feeding the boiler of the condenser.

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43. The arrangements for discharging the circul-iting water from the con<icnscr shall be 
such lliat it can be d(di\ered iiiti> Iruckets or connected with a hose for the purpose of 
washing decks, or extinguishing fire, as well a> discharging over the ship’s side. A suit¬ 
able hose and connection shall also be provided. 

« 

44. Eithr^r upright or horiz ntal boilers may be used for condensers. Each boiler shall 
be furnisl'.ed with a steam-gauge indexed to double the working pressure, a glass water- 
gauge and two separate gauge cocks, one safety-valve and two mud-hole doors for the 
purposes of cleaning. 

if 

45. The boilers and all machinery connected with condensers shall be properly covered 
in, and e\(*ry wooden bulkhead in the vicinity of the boilers of condensers shall btr covered 

sheet lead weighing 4^ lbs. per square ioot and securely fastened to such bulkhead. 

*•’ 4d. All the piping in connection with the condenser, especially the main suction and 

the condensed water discharge-pipe, shall be laiyl in position safe Irom accident or other- 
wi.se securely encased. 

47. The Inspector sliall satisfy himself by actual experiment that the condenser is 
capable of performing the work required of it. 

48. riie Chief iMigineer or some other competent person, to be approved by the In¬ 
spector, shall be apjjointeJ to have charge of the distilling apparatus and machinery con¬ 
nected therewith during the voyage. 

49. No ship shall put to sea before the decks have been cleared of any loose straw, 
hay or other intlammable material, and all the cargo has been properly stowed away. 

Ca rffo. 

50. No petroleum as defined in the Petroleum Act, 1899 (VIII of i8qgb or explosive 
as de.seribed in the Indian Explosives .At^t (IV of 1884), nor any inflammable oils, spirits, 
jute or coal (exce]>t such coal as is lavjuired for the voyage and the return voyage to liKlia), 
nor any commodity likely, by re.isou of its quantity, quality or mode of stowage, to be 
piejiuiicial to the safely of the pilgrims, shall be taken as cargo or part of the cargo. 

/tllolment 0/ upper deck space. 

31. No cabin shall be provided for any pilgrim on the upper deck unless .sp.ace remains 
un.allotted on that deck after providing the accommod.ation required for the periu iiicnt and 
temporary hospitals, latrines, and six superficial feet for every pilgrim carried in the bet- 
we.eii-decks. Such .space as remains unallotted after making provision for these reqtii rai¬ 
ments may be reserved for the accommodation of pilgrims in cabins containing not less 
than 12 supdriicial and 7a cubic feet of space. No pilgrim shall be furnished with reserv¬ 
ed accommodation on the upper deck except in a cabin. 

52. The deck space may be distributed between the first and second class pilgrims as 
the master or owner may desire : Provided that each pilgrim of the lowest class has six 
feet of deck space provided for him, and provided that no part of a pilgrim rdiip shall carry 
more pilgrims than the number which that part ot the_ship is capable of accommodating in 
accordance with Notification no. 2145, dated the 17th September 1897. 

Amount and distribution of baggage. 

53. Pilgrims’ heavy bagg.ige shall be rleposited in the hold before the ship leaves her 

moorings. Pilgrims .shall be allowed to keej) with them only such articles as are abso¬ 
lutely necessary : Frovided that the articles so kept do not exceed one mauiid (82 lbs.) in 
weight for each adult pilgrim or in the case of pilgrims who, in accordance witli the pro¬ 
visions of section 18, are allowed to pcovide their own food for the entire voyage, one 
maund and a half. 1^. 

Hospital accommodation, medical stores, and arrangements for maintaining health, clean¬ 
liness and decency. 

54. (/) The hospital accommodation required under section 21 shall be provided where 
convenient. A permanent ho.spital shall be provided for 5 per cent of the pilgrims on 
hoard and containing not less than six bunks, and having a deck area of at least 32 super¬ 
ficial feet and dimensions of not less than 192 cubic feet per head. On every pilgrim ship 
on wliich there are 50 or more female pilgrims, there shall be a separate permanent hos- 
pit*^!, containing not less than two bunks with a deck area of at least 72 superficial feet and 
dimhmsions of not less than 432 cubic feet, which shall be reserved for the use of women 
and OT children under 12 years of age. The hospitals shall be lighted and ventilated to 
the satisfactism of the Inspector and shall be provided with raised floors or platforms at 
least 4 iachcs\ff the deck when situated on an iron deck. If on deck they shall be made 
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as secure as any other deck-house, and the roof shall be well caulked and covered with 
painted canvas,* No case of small-pox, cholera, yellow fever or' plague shall on any 
account be treated in a permanent hospital. I'crmanent hospitals shall be used solely lor 
the accommodation of sick pilgrims, and in so far as they are not required for the accom¬ 
modation of such pilgrims, shall remain unoccupied. 

{2) Materials shall be carried for the construction on the upper deck of a separate 
temporary hospital for the treatment of such cases of sickness as it may be considered 
desirable specially to segregate (such as small-pox, ciiolera, yellow fever or jilague) and 
for any general outbreak of sickness in the event of the permanent hospital accommoda¬ 
tion becoming insulTicient. The part of the upper deck upon which such hospital shall, if 
required, be erected, shall be pointed out and measured off by the Inspector. The ^^mc- 
work of the hospital shall lie cither of iron (in pieces that can be easily fitted to^Bjer) 
or of wooden spars or bamboos. 'I'he roof shall be tented, and both that an(*the 
side walls shall be made of stout canvas and be perfectly water-tight, due provision 
being at the same time made for ventilation. The superficial area of the floorf shall 
be not less than 144 square feet, and the floor shall be raised at least 4 inches from 
the deck. In cases of sickness of the kind referred to in this rule, only the medical officer 
and the person or persons charged with the duty of looking after the patients shall iiavc 
access to them, and, cxccfit the metlical officer and medical attendants refeired to in 
rule 70, none of those who have had access to such patients shall be permitted to come 
into contact with the other persons on board. 

55. A suitable dispensary to be approved by the Inspector shall be provided. 


Medical storet^ etc. 

56. The following articles shall be provided according to the following scale and 
8upj)Iicd gratuitously to the pilgrims on board at the discretion and by the direction of the 
medical officer, namely:—

Officer of the port in iiritish India at which the voyage is to commence. 

(2) Articles of bedding, carpets and clothes used by patients vrho have been affected 
with cholera, as well as by persons who have had access to such patients, shall be 
immediately disinfected. Such of these articles as have little or no value shall be thrown 
into the sea, or, if the ^hip is in a port or canal, be destroyed by fire. All such articles as 
are not destroyed shall be carried to the disinfecting stOve in impermeable bags sprinkled 
with a solution of corro.-'ive sublimate. 


fj) The excreta of the sick shall be collected in vessels containing a- disinfecting 
solution and the latrines in. wfiich these vessels are emptied shall be thoroughly disinfected 
after each operation. 



{a) Atticle.s so contaminated or suspeetpd of being so contaminated shall, unless 
they are bable to be clestiov ed by exposure to heat, be dl.^infccled in the 
disinfecting stove under pressure, the stove being maintained at a tempera¬ 
ture (to be tested during each operation) of 220° Fahr. and the articles 
exposed to this temperature for 15 minutes. 

(A) Articles liable to be destroyed by exposure to the heat of a disinfecting stove,

(5) Ships on which cases of cholera have occurred shall be disinfected in the 
following manner 

(a) The cabinsf and all parts'^of the ship occupied by cholera patients or those 
suspected to be suffering from cholera shall be emptied, and all articles 
removed disinfected as above. 

(8) The interior sides, bulkheads, floors and decks of the ship shall be washed with 
the corrosive sublimate solution with the addition of 10 per cent of alcohol 
(t.e., one gallon of methylated alcohol to every 10 gallons of the corrosive 
suhiimate solution),| and, two hours after washing, scrubbed, and then 
thoroughly washed down with plenty of water. 

(c) The hold of the ship shall be strewn from time to time with a sufficient quanti* 
ty of iron sulphate to neutralize the sulphuretted hydrogen, and the water 
in the hold shall then, unless «he ship is in dock, be pumped out and the 
hold washed with sea-water and sprinkled with the corrosive sublimate 
solution. 

60. Pilgrims shall air their clothing, blankets, etc., as often as required to do so by ^nc 
medical officer.

63. (/) Every pilgrim ship shall be fitted with not Jess than two latrines, apart from 
those for the use of the crew, sufficiently s»eened from public view and readily accessible. 
If there be any females among the pilgrims, oi\e latrine shall be screened off and set apart 
for the exclusive use of females. T here shall be an additional latrine (or every too pilgrims, 
or fraction of that number in excess of 100, and if there be more than 100 female pilorims 
on board, the number of latrines reserved for their use shall be increased in the proportion 
they bear to the total number of pilgrims. The latrines shall be provided with seats at the 
rate of not less than three for the first 100 pilgrims and at the rate of three for every addi¬ 
tional too pilgrims. No latrine shall be allowed either betwcen-decks or in the hold. 

(a) The latrines shall be in a convenient and accessible place on the upper deck, and 
close up t > the bulwarks or rails. They shall be made of iron and securely bolted down to 
the deck beams below the deck. They shall not project over the ship's side. They shall 
be so placed, that the soil shoot of the latrine floor may lead directly out of'a port or other 
opening*and well clear of the ship’s side.

The floor of 
the latiine shall he at leas': 1 foot al)ove the deck to enable the deck beneath to be freely 
flushed. Every co>npai tmcnt shall be well ventilated by means of such openings as will 
not interfere with privacy. 

All latrines shall be kept in good order and rlisinfectoil three time.s a day. They 
shall be contiiuiouslv flushed by pi|ies laid on to them. 1 hese pipes sliall be-of not less 
th'.n 2 inches inii-rii.d diameter,and fitted ;it each end of each set of latrines so that the 
latrines may he flu-<h‘'d troin'the ends totyard.whi; centi e. 1 he deck innnccliatelv about 
the latrines shall he ciicl iscii with a ridge of wood 2 inches high to prevent the flushing 
water finding its way tt otlicr parts of the deck and the deck from this 2 inch ridge to tlie 
sc^liers shall be covered wiili tin, lead or other metal, 

(y) Not loss than two sweepers shall he employed on every pilgrim sldp, and one aildi- 
liottal swct;per shall he einpl -yed f >r every 100 pilgrims in exee^s of loO up to !i maximum 
of fivi.' sweepers when the tutil number of pilgrims does not e.xecc l 1,000. For every 100 
or (rat tion of 100 pilgrims in exc s.s ot 1,000 one addilijiial sweeper shad he employed up 
to a maximum of eiglu swt e[)ers. 

(5) Ever.y pilgiim vessel sliall be provided with at least two urinals. 

6 :. Fivery shi[) sliall be provided with not less th.in one place for washing on each 
siile of the deck, suilitienlly sc e nctl from public view, wF.creof a full proportion, as pre- 
sciuhfd in the c.isc of latrine accommodation, shall be set apart exclusively (or fe males, with 
a w.iti r pipe and tap in each lor supplying sea-water for ablution. 

Medical InspecHon. 

64. The medical in.spcction of female pilgrims shall he carried out citlv r by lady 
doctors or. under the SLi[tervi,sion of the meuical officer appoiiited by the local Government 
uiiiier section 33, by women appointt d by the local Government in this behalf. 

f''5. No articles found by the medical officer referred to in the last foregoing rule to 
have been i ontaminated by pc-rs >ns sufl. ring from cholera or choleraic indisposition or 
from ;i disease which in liis opinion is dangerously inlecti 'iis or contagious, or suspected 
liy him to li.ave tjo n s 1 contaminated, shall be taken on bu.ird a pilgrim ship until they 
have been disinfected under his order in the manner [irescribed by rule 59. 

66. No jdigrim otherwi-c ciitiiled shall be preveiitcii from embarking save for any of 
liie causes specified in section 32, sub section (2). 

Issue of tickets and refunds of passooe-money. t, 

67. (/) The ticket whicli every pilgrim is, under section 35, entitled to receive : 

(i7)t shall he sold from a 1 00k with counterfoils, ^ 

(i^) shall be denoted by a serial number which shall also be stamped on the counter- 
foil, and 

(c) shall be of canvas, papi r or parchment, and not less than 4.^ inches long by 3 
iiiv-lies wide.

When a pilgrim dies on hoard ship before landing at the Camaran Lazaretto, the 
Master shall make over to his leg il hi.ir.i if any on board or, if no such legal heirs are on 
board, shall add to his ciTocts li-ted in accordance with rule 7S ot these rules a sum 
equivalent to the fi.xed quarantine and sanitaiy dues leviable at Camaran and Jcdd^ih in all

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(a) It shall be the duty, in the case of pilgrims at Bombay, of the Protector of Pil* Act"n"o{ 
grims appointed under the I’rotection of Pilgrims Act, 1887, and in the case of pilgrims 
at any other port, of such officer as the local Government may appoint in this behalf, to see 
that refunds of passage-money are promptly made to intending pilgrims entitled to them 
under this rule. 

(j) The officer making an inspection under section 32 or section 33 shall, in case of such 
refund becoming due, impress on the pilgrim's ticket the words “Not permitted to pro¬ 
ceed on voyage and such pilgrim shall thereupon be entitled, on presentation of the 
ticket so cancelled at the office of the owner or agent, to a refund of the pas.sagc-money 
paid by him. t 

{4) If the owner or agent neglects or refuses, on presentation, as provided by clause 
(j), of the cancelled ticket, to refund to the pilgrim the passage-money paid by him, 
owner or agent shall be punishable with fine which may extend to two hundred rupees, aB 
with a further fine which may extend to twenty rupees for each day after the day on whiS 
the ticket was presented, during which the refund remains unpaid.

In addi¬ 
tion to the above attendants a compounder shall be eng.aged by the owner, agent or master, 
if the ship is to carrv more than 400 pilgrims.* ftuch compounder and attendants must be 
approved of by the Health Officer at the port oT departure and arrangements shall be made 
to the satisfaction of the Inspector for providing them with adequate accommodation on 
board ship. 

71. The master shall afford the medical officer every facility for examining the provi¬ 
sions, water and meaical stores, and for making himself generally familiar with the arrange¬ 
ments made for the accommodation of the pilgrims about to be carried. 

72. The master shall cause the statements required by sections 22 and 25 to be pre¬ 
pared in Form No. V appended to these rules. 

73. The bond required by section 31 when a ship clears from any port in British India 
other than Aden for any port in the Red Sea shall be executed in Form No. VI appended 
to these rules,

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74. Before sailing the master shall obtain from the Port Health Officer a bill of health 
as prescribed in Form no, VII appended to these rules. 

75 The master shall post up in* the between-decks and in such other places accessible 
to the pilgrims as may be convenient C 'pies of the Act and of these rules and of articles 92 
and 151 to 161 of the Paris Sanitary Convention of 1903, and all notices which he may be 
required so to post by the Commissioner of Police or other authorized officer at the port of 
first departure. All such copies shall be in English, French or German, and in Per¬ 
sian, Urdu and Guzarati. The master shall afford every facility to the Port Officer, or 
other duly authorized officer or person, for making the official inspection of the ship, her

"6. The master shall -be jointly responsible with the medical officer for the care of the 
pifltims on the voyage, lie shall .see that the special accommodation and privileges, if any, 
to which the pilgrims are entitled, are reserved to them without hindrance or diminution 
throughout the vovage : that the space in the upper and betwoen-decks is not encroached 
upon ; that all rules and regulation.s for securing cleanliness and order are carried out, and, 
as far as possible, that all reasonable requisitions of the medical officer are complied with. 

77. The master shall appoint one of the officers of the ship to the charge of the 
provisions and stmes, to see to thf punctual issue according to scale of the day’s rations 
and water, and to assist the medical officer generally. 

78. (/) When any pilgrim who is unaccompanied by any of his leu'al heirs dies on the 
voyage, the master slmll call a pancli composed, wherever possible, of four literate pilgrims 
and the medical officf r on boartl the .ship and shall make an inventory of the effects of the 
deceased, adding such pirlii.ulars as to the name and residence of the deceased and the 
itanies and addresses of the legal heirs and nearest relations in India as he may be able to 
gather. 

{2) The inventory and particulars prescribed by sub-rule (/) shall he signed by the 
master .arid attested liy the members of the said panch and the master shall then take charge 
of the efie.ts of the deceased. 

(j) If the ship returns direct from the Herijaz to any British Indian port, the master shall 
immediately on thr^ slti',) arriving in su :h port, make over the effects of the iteceased w ith 
the said inventory and jiarticul.ars to the Commissioner of I’orlce in Bombay, Madras or 
Calcutta, and elsewhere to the Magistrate of tl;c District, or, in his absence, the Magistrate 
in charge.

The Medical Officer. 

80. (/) Be'^ides complying with the foregoing rules so far as they concern him, the 
medical olficer of every pilgiim ship required by the Act to carry a medical officer shall be 
licensed fiy the local Government and appointed by or on behalf of the owner of the pilgrim 
shin. Every person (fesirlng to obtain a license to act as such medical officer shall upply 
fora license to the Civil Administrative Medical Officer of the province in which the port 
of first departure lies. At Jeddah such license may be granted, for the return voyage only, 
by the British Consul at that port. 

(a) The license shall be renewable yearly, and shall be in Form no. VIII appended to 
the.se rules. * 

(j) No person shall be eligible for appolnfmont as medical officer who is unable to 
write either Kiiglish or Frcncli or German or Italian or who docs not possess either a medi¬ 
cal qualification registered in a Medical Register in the United Kingdom or a degree or 
license of one of tlie following Universities, viz , Calcutta. Bombay, Madras, Punjab and 
Allahabad, or the cjualilication of a Military Assistant Surgeon. 

8t. The medical officer shall, if not already attached to the ship, immediately on his 
being appointed to it, proceed on board, report himself to the master, examine and check 
the medicines and medical stores, and inform himself generally as to the arrangements 
made lor the accommodation of tlie pilgrims. 

82. The medical officer .shall also report himself personally to the Inspector with a 
view to rece.iving any instructions which that officer may have to give him in connection 
with his duties and the official inspection of the ship. 
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83. The medical officer shall be present at the final inspection and, after it has been 
held and the ship and her arrangements approved, he shall, if satisfied regarding arrange¬ 
ments for the- care and comfort of the pilgrims made in accordance with the rules, furnish a 
certificate to that effect in Form no. IX appended to these rules. 

84. The medical officer shall provide himself with all the rtecessary instructions and 
forms required for the voyage. 

85. The medical officer shall attend any medical officer appointed to inspect the pil¬ 
grims before embarkation under section 32, or after embarkation under section 33, and shall, 
with a view to special care or precautions on the voyage, watch those who may appear to 
be in an infirm or sickly state, and make a note regarding them in his vliary. 

86. The medical officer shall not leave the ship after the medical inspection ha^^*cn 
completed. He sliall see that the place set apart for the accommodation of the pilgrnj* is 
not encroached upon; that all the pilgrims have access to the upper deck; that p 5 od 
drinking water is readily accessible and duly supplied ; that the latrines are attended to 
by the ship's topases; that a supply of water is at hand for use in the latrines; that suit¬ 
able hours have been fixed, in communication with the officer in charge of the stores, for the 
regular issue of daily rations to such of the pilgrims as have to be fed by the ship; and 
generally that every proper care is taken to secure cleanliness and good sanitary arrange¬ 
ments on board. 

87. The medical officer shall satisfv himself that any additional passenger waiting to 
be taken on board at an intermediate port is not suffering from, or shows no signs or symp¬ 
toms of, choleraic indisposition or any disease which is, in his opinion, dangerously infec¬ 
tious or contagious. 

88. The medical officer slnll be jointly re^ponfiblc with the m.aster for the care of the 
pilgrims on the voyaure, and shall co-operate with the master and officers of the ship for the 
welfare of the pilgrims. 

8g. Durinir the vovage from anv port in British India (except Aden) the medical 
officer sh.all for the first five days daily inspect the ])ilgrims and observe them individually 
to assure himself that none of them is affected with cholera, small-pox, yellow fever or 
plague. 

90. The medical officer shall, if he has any doubt .as to the quality of the drinking 
water, draw the attention of the master, in writing, to tiie provisions of rule 41. 

Qi. The medical officer sh.all, .should any case of infectious or cont.agious disease oixiir, • 
satisfy himself that disinfection is performed in the manner prescribed by rule 59 and shall’ 
record in his diary the fact that he has done so. , 

4 92. (/) The medical officer shall keep up regularly, from day to day throughout the 

voyage, the following records in connection with liis duties, viz. 

(fl) a medical diary ^f tlie pritieipal events of the voyage, briefly and accurately re¬ 
cording all facts in connection with the medical history of the pilgrims, includ¬ 
ing a record of any advice he may give to the master, and of compliance with 
or neglect of, such advice; 

(i) an Admission and Discharge Book of every case brought under treatment in

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 lirs- on Thursday, 
The 13th Octobet 1910, based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Reports of the period- 

1. The Bombay monsoon current was inactive and "ave only a few falls of rain, chiefly 
in the extreme south of the Peninsula, while the Bay current w.as confined almost entirely 
to Burma and Eascern Bengal and Assam ; there was fairly general rain in Burma through¬ 
out the week and in Eastern Bengal and Assam on llu' Sth and gth. 

2. A feeble disturbance of the winter type affected the extreme north on the nth. 
It gave, hardly any rain at the reporting stations ; but, from the very rapid fall of temper* 
ature which followed it in both Kashmir and Baluchistan, it would appear probable that it 
occasioned more important precipitation in the form of snow in the higher ranges to the 
north and west. 

3. The rainfall of the week was 20 per cent or more in excess in Burma, Eastern 
Bengal and Assam, Bengal proper, Orissa^thc Central Provinces, Hyderabad North and 
Mysore: and there was a deficiency of half aFinch or more in Bihar, the United Provinces 
East, Berar, the Konkan, Malabar and the Madras Deccan. 

4. Burma .— Rainfall was fairly general, and skies were moderately to heavily clouded. 

Northeast India^ including Orissa.—Kain fell locally in Eastern Bengal and Assam 
and a few falls occurred in Bengal, especially in the coast districts. Cloud was moderate 
to heavy except on the loth and nth, when skies were only lightly clouded. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces.—'N was 
dry except for a few falls of rain in the Central Provinces. Skies were practically cloud¬ 
less in the United Provinces, but there was moderate to heavy cloud on most days in the 
Central Provinces ; and on the nth and 12th the night temperatures reported were higher 
than usual in this area.

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Northwest India .—A light fall of rain occurred at Sonemarg, and snow probably fell 
on the higher ranges. On the nth cloud appeared in the extreme north and increased in 
the south of the division, but on all the remaining days skies were practically clear. 
Maximum temperature was higher than usual in Kashmir and Baluchistan until precipi¬ 
tation in the extreme north caused it to fall below the normal: it was in local defect in 
Gujarat and east R.ajputana. , koji. J '-j 

The Peninsula ,—There were a few falls of rain, chiefly in the extreme south. Skies 
were lightly to moderately clouded.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

8th October 1910. ^

Burma. —The rainfall during tl'c week was practically general and mostly moderate. 
T^^’.iplanting of winter rice continues in parts of Upper Burma hut has been delayed in 
L^ver Chindwin for want of rain. Replanting in flooded areas of the Delta districts is pro- 
g\ssing. Reaping ol early sessamum has been nearly completed and sowing of late 
sessainum and cultivation of miscellaneous crops are in progress. The condition of 
standing crops is on the whole good and prospects are favourable. The price of unhusked 
rice has risen considerably in Tharrawaddy and slightly in three other districts. It 
has fallen slightly in one district. Prices are generally normal. 

Eastern Beng^al and Assam. —The .'ainfall has been heavy in parts of RajshahiJ 
the Surma Valley and the Assam Valley divisions and light to moderate elsewhere. 
Harvesting of summer rice, and jute and tr.ansplanting of winter rice have been practically 
completed. Ploughing for spring crops,* plucking of tea and sowing of pulses are in pro¬ 
gress. Prospects of standing crops are good. The average price of common rice is 
practically unchanged. Cattle disc-ise prevails in Malda, fjo.alpara, Kamrup, Nowgong 
and the Garo Hills. 

Bengal. — Tlie rainfall during the week was fairly general over the Province. The 
fall was heavy in Birbhum, Nadia, Jessorc, Patna, Shahabad, Muzaffarpur, Darjeeling, 
Cooch Behar and in parts of Gaya, Murshidabad, Saran, Champaran, Darbhanga and the 
Sonthal Pargaiias ; moderate in Midnapore, Cuttack, Sambalpur and Hazaribagli and light 
elsewhere. More rain is wanted in Burdwan, Bankura, Midnapore and the 2 .^- 1 ’arganas. 
Harvesting of autumn crops still continues. Preparation of lands for spring crops has 
commenced. Winter paddy and sugarcane are doing well. Some damage to paddy by 
insects is reported from Sambalpur. The price of common rice has risen in Burdwan, 
Khulna, Hazai ibagh and Singhbhnm .and has fallen in Bankura, Nadia, Patna, Monghyr, 
Bhagalpur and Ranchi. Cattle disease is reported from ten ffistricts. The supply of 
fodder and water is sufficient throughout the Province. 

United Provinces.— -Heavy rain fell at the beginning of the week over a large 
part of flu* Provinces causing some damage to ceftton and the larger millets. Rivers 
rose suddenly to full flood, but e.-scept in two or three districts inundations are reported 
to have caused little damage beyond retarding sowings for spring crops in the flooded 
areas. The general condition of standing crops continues good and prospects are favour¬ 
able. Cotton-picking and harvesting of rice, maize and millets continue. Preparations 
for spring crops which were checked by rain are again in full swing. Sporadic cattle 
disease is reported from twenty-six districts but the general condition of agricultural 
stock is good. Fodder and supplies are* ample. Prices are generally stationary. 

Punjab.—Good to light rain has fallen in Rohtak and parts of Hissar and Delhi. 
Autumn crops are being barvestdd in certain districts. Ploughings for and sowings of 
spring crops continue. The condition of standing crops is average in Lahore, Siaikot, 
Multan and parts of Hissar and Ferozepore, average to below average in Lyallpur, 
average to poor in Mianvvali and good elsewhere. Crops are withering for want of rain 
in Siaikot and Mianwali. Cotton in Rohtak and great millet and bulrush millet in Delhi 
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have been damaged by heavy rainfall. Slight damage by rats is reported from Fcroze- 
pore. Prices arc generally unsettled. The condition of cattle is generally good. 
Fodder is sufficient except in parts of Mianwali. 

North-West Frontier Province. —No rain fell during the week. It is badly wanted 
in the Dera Ismail Khan district. The condition of standing crops is gener.ally good 
in Peshawar and average elsewhere. Picking of cotton and reaping of rice arc in progress 
in the Peshawar district. Sowings of spring crops continue. The fodder and water 
supply is sufficient throughout the Province, Irrigation^ from the Paharpur canal 
has been stopped. The condition of cattle is generally good but disease is prevalent, 
one village of the Charsadda lahsil of the Pc.shaw:ir district, in the Tank tahsil and ir 
Dcra tahsil of the Dera Ismail Khan district. The public health is generally good 
Seasonal fever is prevalent in the Dera Ismail Khan district. Prices of food grainS 
are generally stationary. Prices wheat 13^ to ; gram ly -fil'vto 26 ; maize 15 to 

29 and bajra 18 to 25 seers per rupee. 

Jammu.—No rain fell during the week. Prices are stationary. Whea' sells from 
I2*t0 24 and maize from iSto 32 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops 
is fair. Cattle disease of mild type prevails in some parts of the Province. Fodder 
is sufficient. 


Kashmir.—There is no disease among cattle, 
stationary. 


Fodder is sufficient. Prices are 


Rajputana. —The rainf.all reported, in cents, was: — Bikaner 22; Dungarpur 58 ; 
Banswara 142; Partabgarh t6o ; Tonk 46; Bundi 61; Jhalawar no; Jaipur 20; 
Alwar 109 ; Karauli 82 ; Dholpur 424 and Ajmer 83. No rain or practically none 
fell elsewhere. Agricultural operations tor both autumn and spring crops arc in progress. 
Crops are generally good but the outturn is much below' the average in Bliaratpiir. 
Slight damage by winds is reported in Marwar, by grass-hoppers in Mewar and by 
heavy rains in Karauli and Bharatpur. Cattle disease prevails in Mewar, Banswara, 
Karauli and Merwara. Fodder is sufficient. Prices are rising In Mewar, Shahpura 
and Ajmer and arc steady or falling cisewhere. 

Central India. —The rainfall was heavy in the Indore, Malwa and Bhopawar 
Agencies and has caused some damage to cotton, rice and other crops. The weather is 
clear and bright. Crops are now maturing rapidly and promise an abundant yield. 
Harvesting of autumn crops and preparation of ground for spring crops arc in pro¬ 
gress. Fodder is plentiful. Cattle arc generally in good condition but some disease 
exists in parts of Bhopal, Bundelkhand and Bhopawar, Prices are falling in Bhopal 
and Baghelkhand and are steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces. —The rainfall has been slight, A break has now occurred and 
is doing good to crops. Harvesting of early rice and minor crops and preparation of land 
for sowing of spring crops have bi;eii resumed. Sowing of gram in Mandla, of linseed in 
Chanda and Raipur and of pulses in Betul ha# commenced. Prospects are good. The 
estimated outturn of hi for the Central Provinc^ and Berar is m and 87 per cent of the 
normal respectively. Fodder and water are sufficient everywhere. Cattle are doing , 
well. Prices are falling slightly. 


Feudatory States .—The rainfall in the States during the week did not exceed 2 
inches. Cutting of rice in places and ploughing of land for sowing of spring crops are in 
progress. The condition of standing crops is generally good. Fodder and water are^

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aclr(iiiatc, Pricf’s :—u'lioat and 'jrani in Kanker fell by 2 and 3 seers per rupt'c respect¬ 
ively.

Bippur, Bclgauni and Baroda. The rainfall was general and sulUcient. Standing crops 
arc suffering from insullicienC moisture, in Palanpur and from excessive moisture in 
Latnaglri, Nasik and Sliulapur. They have heen damaged slightly by rats in Karachi, 
(‘"'isertsin Sukkur,'hy gr iss-hopp'^rs in Nasik, Ahmednagar, T’ormi, Bclgauni and 
[diarwar and are generally goo 1 elsewhere, liarvesting of autumn crops is progressing 
iV parts of Sind, Gniarat, the Koukan, the Deccan, Cntcli, Baroda, Rewa Kantha and 
Savantvadi, I.ands arc being prepared for culliv.ition of spring crops in parts of Sind, 
Gujarat, West Kham’esh, Nasik, Poon.i and Rewa Kantha. -Sowing of spring crops 
continuc.s in Broach, Ahmednag.',r, Poona, Satara, Shol.ipiir, Belganm, Bijaiiiir and 
Baroda. J'he fodder supply is ge.nerally ad^’quate. ,\gricnltur.al st ick is delicient 
in Ahmednagar, Satara aiul Sholap ir and \a generally in good c >ndition. I'lie supjjly 
of water for drinking and irrigation is generally adequ.alc. Prices have risen in Poona, 
have fallen in Karachi, l.arkana, .-Mimedabad, Kaira, CoI,.iI)a, K.inara, East Khandesh, 
Satara, Sholapur, Belgaum and Dharwijijr and are generally stationary elsewhere. The 
quantity purchasable per rupee is in Sind tyto-jo pc.T cent ; in the Konkan 13 to 
2g pi r cent and in the Karnatak 2 to 21 percent 1 ss than the normal. In (jnjarat 
prices ranged from i8 per cent more than the normal to 23 per cent le.ss and in the 
Dcccan from 30 per cent more to 23 per cent less. 


Hyderabad. —The average rainfall in the Dominions was i inch g cents. The rain 
was almo.sl general. It was heavy in the Aurangabad rmd iNander districts and f.iir to 
light in other parts. The lieaviest fall occurred in Jintur in the F’arbhani district. Autumn 
crojjs .arc fair to good except in parts of Aurangabad, ParJjhani, Nander and Usmanabad 
where lliey have suffered from excessive rain. Cotton plants are being rooted up in 
parts and land is being prepared for spring crops. Some damage has been caused by 
insects to crops in parts of the Raichur district but prospects arc s.itisfactory. The ear?y 
rice crop i.s being weeded. Lands are under pn-paration for spring crops and sowings 
are in progress but have been suspended in parts where the Aiin was excessive and con¬ 
tinuous. Cattle disease prevails in some talukas. Prices :—wheat 6| ; coarse rice 6J and 
juar iqi seers per rupee, showing a fall of 1 , scer in the price of juar. While juar is 
selling in Hyderabad City at 12 seers and yellow juar 13^ seers per rujjee. The 
highest price in districts is 8 seers in Karimnagar ■ and the lowest 24 seers in Bidar. 

Mysore. —The rainfall was good in Tuinkur and slight elsewhere. Prices of food 
grains arc generally steadv. Markets are well supplied. Standing crops are in good 
condition but more rain is needed in parts of Bangalore, Kolar, Mysore, Hassan and 
Kadur. Prospects of the season are good. Cattle are generally healthy. Water and 
fodder are available. 

Coorg. —Rainfall 18 cents. Prices of \ od grains arc high. The public health is fair. 
Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 


Madras. —The rainfall was good in the Circars except Gatijam and light to fair else¬ 
where. T he rainfall in thirteen districts was above the average of the last 35 years. Irri¬ 
gation supplies are sufficient in the Circars, Bellary, Anantapur, Cuddapah, Trichinopoly, 
Tanjore, Malabar, South Canara and the Nilgiris and insufficient in Chiugleput and 
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in parts of other districts. Ploughing, sowing, weeding and transplanting are in 
progress in parts. Standing crops are generally fair but some in parts of Bcllary have 
been damaged by grass-hoppers, some in parts of Kurnool have been damaged by ex¬ 
cessive rain and some in parts of Chinglcput, North Arcot, S.alem, Coimbatore, Madura 
and TInncvelly are in urgent need of rain. Harvests continue in parts with outturn 
generally fair to normal. Pasture is insullicient in parts of Coimbatore and Tinnevelly. 
Fodder is scanty in Ganjam, Godavari, Nellore and North .\rcot. The condition of 
cattle is generally good. The price of rice is stationary in eleven districts, has fallen 
in six and ha.s risen in seven. The prices of millets have nuctiiatcd as follows :—is 
stationary in eight districts, has fallen in ten and has risen in four. Cholanu i% 
stationary in live districts, has fallen in five and has risen in two. Cumhu is statNli(|^ 
in three districts, has fallen in nine and has risen in four. The public health is genera^ 
good. Prospects are generally good. The condition of the labouring classes is gcne^nly 
satisfactory and employment Is readily available. Grain stocks are generally sufficient.

RESOLUTION. 

It was recently suggested to the Government of India that, in the form of 
agreement for the engagement of lascars in India, provision should be made 
rendering it pbligatory on the masters of foreign vessels engaging lascar crews to 
obtain the sanction of the resident British Consular Officer to all alterations in 
the agreement occurring at foreign ports. The suggestion was referred to the 
maritime Local Governments and has been unanimously approved by them. 
The Governor General in Council is Accordingly pleased to direct, under section 
27 of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1883 (V of 1883), that the following 
additional stipulation shall be Inserted after the last additional stipulation at the 
foot of the first page of the form of lascar agreement 

“ Additional stipulation which must be entered into and signed by the owner 
of a foreign vessel or by the master on his behalf:— 

I hereby further agree, in the event of any alteration being effected in this 
agreement before or after arrival at any foreign port by reason of the engage¬ 
ment, discharge, transfer, leaving behind, desertion or death of any lascar or 
other native seaman employed under this agreement or through any other cause,'* 
to report such alteration for the sanction of the resident British Consular Officer 
at such port and to submit this agreement to the said Consular Officer for the 
purpose of having a memorandum of such alteration endorsed thereon and certi¬ 
fied by him and to pay to the said Consular Officer the fees prescribed in this 
behalf by the Consular Fees (Amendment) Or.dcr in Council, 1910, or any other 
Order for the time being in force.

Rainfall summary fbr the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the 20th October 1910, based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Reports of the period- 

1. The rainfall of the week ocenrred chiefly in noitheast India cxcludin" Bihar, the 
south of the Peninsula and on the north Madras const. There was but little rain in Burma, 
and none to the northwest of a line joinin.; Karwar and Purnca. An excess of 2o per cent 
or more was received in the tlivisions of Assam, Eastern Bengal, Bengal proper, Chota 
Naepur, Orissa, the Madras Coast North, Mysore and Malabar ; and there was a deficiency 
of half an inch or more in Lower Burma, Bihar, Bcrar, the Konkan, the Bombay Dcccan, 
Hyderabad North, and Madras Southeast. 

2. The low pressure conditions over the Bay usually associated witli the gradual 
retreat of the monsoon were well marked, and at the close of the week weather was 
apparently disturbed in the centre of thg Bay^ 

3. Burma .—Only a few falls of rain were reported, chiefly from the norlhcrn districts 
where skies were moderately to heavily clouded ; in the rest of the division cloud was 
light. 

Northeast India, including Orissa .—No rain fell in Bihar and only one or two falls 
occurred in Chota Nagpur, but rainfall on most davs was f.iirly general in the rest of the 
division. Skies wert moderately clouded ; and maximum temper.itnrc was lower than 
usual in Assam, and locally in Eastern Beng.al, Bengal proper and Orissa. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central /V£?z/j«c'cj.-“Raipur and 
Jagdalpur were the only places that had rain, and skies were dear or lightly clouded except 
in the southeast of the Central Provinces. Unn.iually low night temperatures were 
reported on the last three days of the week. 
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Northwest India .—There was no rain and skies were cloudless. Night temperature 
was in defect in parts of Rajputana and of the east and north Punjab. 

The Peninsula ,—Rainfall was fairly general in Mysore, Malabar and on the north 
Madras coast, and a few (alls occurred in southeast Madras and the southeast of Hydera* 
had. Skies were clear or lightly clouded in the northwest of the Peninsula and were 
moderately to heavily clouded elesewhere; and day temperature was locally lower than 
usual on the north Madias coast.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

15th October 1910. 

Burma.—The rainfall V/as generally Iieavy in tlie northernmost section and light to 
moderate elsewhere. Transjil.anling of winter rice has been nearly completed in Upper 
Burma. Replanting in flooded areas of three Delta districts continue.s. Reaping of early 
sesamum, cutting of maize, plucking of cotton and sowing of pulses arc progressing, 
Standing crops arc on the whole in good condition and prospects are satisfactory. The 
price of unhusked rice has risen considerably in Basscin and slightly in two other 
districts. Prices arc generally normal. 

Eastern Bengal and Assam.— The rainfall during the week was general. It was 
heavy in parts of tlie Dace,a, Chittagong and Stirma Valley divisions and light to moderate 
elsewhere. The heaviest fall was ii inches at Ilailakandi. Ploughing for spring crops 
is in active progress. Sowing of pulses is still going on. Plucking of tea continues. 
Prospects arc favourahlc. Winter rice, sugarcane and cotton promise well. The .average 
price of common rice has risen one per cent. C.ittle dise.ise prevails in MaKla, Goal- 
para, Nowgong, Lakhimpur and the Garo Hills. 

Bengal. —Rain fell in all the districts of the Province except Patna, Shahabad, Saran, 
Cbam]>aran, Darjeeling and Pal.amau. The fall was heavy in Burdwnn, Bankura, Miclna- 
pore, Hooglily, the 24-Parg.'inas, Nadia, Jessore, Ivliulna, Cuttack and Halasore, moderate 
in Puri and .Singhbhum and light elsewhere. The recent rain has been benericial to the 
winter ru:e crop but more rain is wanted for the purpose in parts of Midnapore and 
Mnr.shidabad. Harvesting of autumn crops is still in progress. I’rcparation of lands 
for .spring crops continiu:s and 3 )wings have commence 1 in some districts. Prospects 
of standing crops are good. Some damage to paddy by insects anti to kalai bv floods is 
reported from Sambalpur ami .Mnrshid.abad respectively. The price of common rice 
has risen in Mitlnapore. Gaya, Saran, Darbhanga, the Sonthal Parganas, H.izariba^i, 
Ranehi, Manbhnm and in .all the districts of the PresiJenev division except the 24- 
Parganas and has fallen in Champaran, Monghyr and Bh^galpur. Cattle disease is 
reported from eleven districts. Tlic supply of fodder and water is ample throughout 
the Province. . 

United Provinces. —Tlie weather w.as seasonable and the week pr .etieally rain¬ 
less. Sugarcane arul other staruling crops are flourishing. Cotton picking and harvest¬ 
ing of autumn crops continue. Ploughing operations are in full swing and sowing of 
gram, barh-y ,nid Unsecd has begun in pl.iees. Prosiiects are good. S()oradic cattles 
disease is reported from twenty-six districts but the general condiiion of stock is good. 
Fodder and supplies are ample everywhere. Prices are for the most part stationary. 

Punjab. —No rain fell during the week. Autumn crops are being harvested in 
certain districts. Picking of cot'on is in progress, Piougliings for and sowings of 
spring crops continue. The condition o't standing crops is good to average in Hissar 
and Pcrozeporc, average in Lahore, Sialkot and Multan, .avcr.age to below average in 
Lvallpur, f.iir to poor in .\li,in wall and good elsewhere. Crops arc withering owing to 
drought in [larts of Ml.aiiwali. Rain is also wanted in Shalipur, The outturn of autumn 
crops which arc being harvested is geni'rally good to avi'rage and tliat of cotton is average 
to below average in Lvallpur. Bulrush millet has become dark in parts of Rohtak owing 
to incessant raui and cotton has .also been damaged to some extent for the same cause, 
Antiiinn crops have been damaged slightly by rats in Ferozepore. Prices are generally 
uiiclianged. The condition of e.attle. is generally good. Fodder is sufficient except 
in paits of Mi.aiiwali. Complaints of a short water supply are being received from the 
Saniuiulri and Toba Ttk Singh tahsils in the Lyallpur district. 
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North-West Frontier Province. —No rain fill during the week. It is badlyjwanted 
in the Dera Ismail Khan district. The condition of standing crops and their expected 
outturn are average. Maize is being reaped and cotton picked in the Mardan tahsil of 
the Pesliawar district. H.arve'iling of bufrci has commenced in the Dera Ismail Khan 
district. Sowing of spring crops is in progress. The fodder and water supply is 
sufficient throughout the Province. Irrigation from the Paharpur canal in the Dera 
Ismail Khan district has been stopped. Cattle are generally in good condition but disease 
is prevalent in one village of the Nowshera tahsil of the Peshawar District and in one 
village of the Dera Ismail Khan tahsil. The public healtl^ generally good. Malarial 
fever is prevalent in the Nowsliera and Mardan tahsils of thePeshawar district. Prices of 
food grains are fluctuating. Priceswheat 13! to iSJ ; gram 17} J to 26 ; maizc^iS to 
28} and bajra 16 to 35 seers per rupee. 

Jammu.— No rain fell during the week. Prices are stationary. Wheat sells 
from 12 to 24 and maize from 18 to 32 seers per rupee. The condition of standing 
crops is fair. Cattle disease of mild type prevails in some parts of the Province. 
Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir. —There is no disease among cattle. Fodder is sufficient. Prices are 
stationary. 

Rajputana. —No rain fell during the week. Agricultural operations are in progress. 
Standing crops are generally good but they ^ave been damaged by heavy rainfall 
in Bharatpur where the probable outturn will be much below the average. Some damage 
by unfavourable winds is reported in Marwar and by insects in one district of Mewar. 
Cattle disease is prevalent in Mewar, Banswara, Karauli and Merwara. Fodder is 
sufficient. Prices have risen in Jhalawar, Jaipur, Kishaugarh, Bharatpur and Ajmer 
and are steady or falling elsewhere. 

Central India.—The rainfall during the week was slight in parts of MaUva and 
Bhopawar. No rain fell elsewhere. The weather is excellent. Cotton, oilseeds and other 
crops have been dam.iged slightly by insects in Gwalior, Bhopal, Malwa and Bhopawar. 
Harvesting of autumn crops and preparation of land for spring crops continue.- 
Cattle are generally in good condition except for some disease in Bhopal and Bun* 
^lelkhand. Prices are falling in Bhopal, Baghelkband and Bundelkhand and are steady 
elsewhere. 

Central Provinces. —The weather has been clear and cool. Only Raipur had 30 
cents of rain during the week. No more rain is required at present anywhere. Harvest¬ 
ing of autumn crops and ploughing of hand for sowing of spring crops arc in progress. 
Sowing of spring crops has already been started in some districts. Picking of cotton 
has begun in places in Buldana and Ycotmal. The condition of standing crops is 
generally good everywhere. The supply of fodder and water is adequate. Cattle are 
healthy. Variations in prices are unimportant and indicate a downward tendency. 

Feudatory States ,—During the week three States received rain ranging from 2 to 
3 inches. Cutting of rice and sowing of spring crops continue. Prospects arc good. 
Pasturage and water are ample. Prices gram in Kanker and rice in Jashpur became 
dearer by a seers per rupee. 

Bombay. —The rainfall during the week was moderate In parts of Dharwar, Savantvadi 
and Kolhapur and slight in the Konkan, the Deccan, Belgaum, Kathiawar and Rewa 
Kantha. Standing crops are suffering from insufficient moisture in the Upper Sind 
Frontier and Palanpur. They have been damaged slightly by rats in Karachi, by insects 
ip Sukkur and Larkana, by grasshoppers in Nasik, Ahmednagar, Poona and Belgaum 
and are generally good elsewhere. Harvesting of autumn crops is progressing generally. 
Cotton picking has commenced in Thar and Parkar, Khandesh and Baroda. Lands are 

B 
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being prepared for cultivation of spring crops in parts of Sind, Gujarat, West Khan'’esh, 
iMasik, Poona, Baroda and Rew.i Kantha. Sowing of spring crops continues in parts 
of Gujarat, the Deccan, the Karnalak and Baroda. J he fodder supply is adequate. 
Agricultural stock is deficient in Ahmednagar, Satara and Sholapur and is generally 
in good condition. The supply of water for drinking and irrigation is generally 
adequate. Grain stocks are sufficient. Prices have risen in Kaira and Khandesh, have fallen 
in the Upper Sind Frontier, Broach and Ratnagiri and are generally stationary elsewhere. 
The quantity purchasable per rupee is in Sind la to 40 per cent; in the Konkan 
13 to 22 per cent and in Karnatak 3 to 21 per cent less than the tionnal. 

In Gujarat prices ranged from 12 per cent more than the normal to 23 per cent 
less an 1 in the Deccan from. 17 per cent more to 23 per cent less. 

Hyderabad. —The average rainfall in the Dominions was 42 cents. No rain fell 
in Mabratwara except the Gulbirga and Raichur districts. The fall in Telingana averaged 
between scents in Adilabad and i inch 80cents in Nalgonda. The heaviest fall occurred 
in the Nalgonda district. General prospects are fair. Autumn crops are fair to good 
but they have sulTered from excessive rain in parts of the Aurangabad, Parbhani and 
Nander districts and in some isolated places. Autumn cotton has suffered espe dally and 
in some places the area under the enp is being prepared for spring crops. The condition 
of spring crops is favourable and that of the early rice crop fair to good. Cattle disease 
prevails in fifteen talukas. Prices:—wheat 6J ; coarse rice and/war 15 seers per 
rupee, showing a fall of i seer in the pr^ e oi juar. White juay is selling in Hyderabad 
City at i2 seers and yellow juar at I3i seers per rupee. The highest price in 
districts is 8 seers in Karimnagar and the lowest 24 seers in Parbhani, Nander, 
Usmanabad and Bidar. 

Mysore. —The rainfall during the week was good throughout the State. Prices of 
food grains are steady. .Markets are well supplied. Staniiing crops are in good con¬ 
dition, Prospects of the season are good. Cattle arc gener.illy healthy. Water and 
fodder are available. 

Coorff .—Rainfall 3 inches 64 cents. Prices of food grains are high. The public 
health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 

Madras. —The rainfall during the week was very heavy in the Nilgiris ; heavy irt 
Salem, Coimbatore and Madura; good in the Circars, Anantapur, Nellore, Chingleput, 
South Arcot, North Arcot, Trichinopoly, Ramnad, Malabar and South Canara and light to 
fair elsewhere. The rainfall in fourteen districts was above the average of the last 35 years. 
Irrigation supplies are sufficient in Ganjam, Vizagapatam, Kistna, Guntur, Kurnnol, 
Bellary, Anantapur, Cuddapah, Nellore, Trichinopoly, Tanjore, Malabar, South Canara 
and the Nilgiris and insufficient in Chingleput and injpartsof other districts. Ploughing, 
sowing, weeding and transplanting are in progress, in parts. Standing crops are 
generally fair but some in parts of Rvdlary have been damaged by grasshoppers, some 
in parts of Kurnool and Anantapur have been damaged by excessive rain and some in 
parts of Chingleput, Coimbatore, Madura, Ramnad and Tinnevelly are in urgent need 
of rain. Harvests continue in parts with outturn generally fair to normal. Pasture 
is insufficient in parts of Coimbatore and Tinnevelly. Fodder U scanty in parts of 
Ganjam, Godavari, Nellore and North -Arcot. The condition of cattle is generally 
good. The price of rice is stationary infjiinc districts, has fallen in eleven and has 
risen in four. The prices of millets have fluctuated as follows .—Raoi U stationary in 
eight districts, has fallen in nine and has risen in five. Coolant is stationary in 
eight districts, has fallen in five and has risen in two. Cumbu is stationary in five 
districts, has fallen in nine and has risen in two. The public health is generally good. 
Prospects are generally good. The condition of the labouring classes is generally satis¬ 
factory and employment is readily available. Grain stocks are generally sufficient.

Review of Irrigation in India in 1908-09. 

Irrigation works in India aro dividol into two main classes, viz., major 
and miiior works. Major works arc sub-divided into:— 

(«) Productive works, the capital of which is provided from borrowed 
inonc'y. 

iji) Protoctive works, designed as a profoction against famine, the capital 
of which i-; provided from the Eamine In'^iirnnce Grant. Capital 
and revenue accounts are kc^pt for all major works. 

Minor Avorks arc construotcjd from ?unds i)rovided out of tho general 
revenues of India and are sub divided into :— 

(o) AVorks for which capital and reve7u:e accounts are kept. 

(i) AVorks for which only revenue accounts are kept. 

(c) AVorks for whicli neither capital nor revenue accounts are kept. 


A—AIajoh AV'^ouks. 

I.—Productive fPorka. 


2. Produfiivo works are expected to yield sufTicient revenue to pay tJw'jr 
working (ixpenses and the interest on tlie outlay expended on their construc- 
•tion. Nh) project is novv fanctioned as a productive work urdtss it can hesliown 
he.yond reasonable doubt that (m full development it will fullil these condiiions. 
]iut the same standard did not obtain in former years, and thus it has happened 
that soaoumI lai'ge irrigation Avoi’ks which aaomc financed from hoirowed capital, 
me not ixnnuneraiive. There arc 13 sucli w'orks, viz., four in Bengal, seven in 
the Deccan and Gujarat, and Iavo in Aladras. They are still retained on tlie list 
of productive Avorks, hut current expenditure again.st tlndr capital account is 
noAV charged against the general revenues of India. The total loss on those 
13 works lias amonnted to about 10.^ crores. But tliongli they have proA'od 
financial failures iu the ordinary commeridal sense, they have been indirectly 
of great value in securing largo areas of cultivation against the vicissitudes 
of the seasons. 


3. The remaining AVorks in operation, 40 in number, satisfy produc¬ 
tive conditions. The.so AVorks paid collectively 10'42 per cent on their ca/iital 
outlay during tho year, Avliilo the surplus revenue, after paying interest 
chargoa, Avhieh they had contributed to Jtie general revenues of tho conutiy up 
to the (Mid of 1908-09, amounted to 33^ erorcs of rupees ag.aiust 30^ crores, 
the capital invested on them. Tho financial results, tho area irrigated and the 
mileage in operation for all productive AVorks in operation are shown sejiarately 
by provinces in Statements I and II. 

4. The total area irrigated by all tho productive works including branohes 
in Native States of the Punjab amounted to 14,G24,0tK) acres. Towards * 
this total the Punjab canals contributed more than 0^ million acres, a larger 
area than attained in any other province. The return on capital is also 
highest in the Punjab vv'here the canals yielded 12*.58 per cent. The Lower 
Chenai) Canal, despite the abnormally heavy monsoon rainfall and a severe

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cpidomic of fever wliieli caused lieayy mortality amongst the cultivators 
initiated about two million aorc's and yielded a net revenue of about 6t lakbs, 
«!(|uiv:ilent lo a I’eturn of 22’5() per cent on tbo capital invested. The year 
generally was a prosperous one for the colony. On the Upper Bari Dojib 
Canal, altliougb the rainlall was twice as heavy as that of the preceding year, 
the acreage sowui with the aid of canal w^ater was larger than that of 15)07-08. 

r>. On account of the uiuisually heavy monsoon in the United Provinces the 
irrigated area, 2,.'31,000 ai/es, fell short of the results of 15)07*08 by 076.000 
neves. 7'htt net revenue sbew('(l a defeot of about Us. 2,67.000 compaied with 
the jinVeeding jear. The smaller ai*ea irrigated was partly ros[)onsihle for this 
result, hut otlier contributing causes are said to bo (Ij reduotion in the rate for 
sugarcane from lls, 10 to J»s. 0-10-8 jx'r acre from 1st April 15)08, in the 
Saharanpiir, l\lu/.:i llama gar and Meo'riit Districts, and (2) remissions and,reduc¬ 
tions made in the, rahi demand for 15)()7'08, collected in the year under rtwiew 
owing to the low river supplies being insulhcient to meet the full requiremenla 
of the crops at the critical period of ripening. 

0. In Madras the figures relating to the acreage under irrigation and the 
net revenue realised do not dilfer rnatenally from those of the previous year. 
In this Presidency the tiiiancial icsiilts of the ])roductive works taken nsaw liole 
are seriously alTectcd by the poor results of the Kurnool-Cuddapah canal, the 
ca])ital (a si of which exceeds 2:f cnx ;sof rupees while the area irrigated during 
the year did not exceed 65,000 acres. The net revenue realised amounted 
to li lakhs of ru[)ees, representing 0*66 per cent on the capital outlay. 

7. In Sind the area of irrigfilion amounted to 1,351,5)74 acres, exceeding 
that of the previous year by 240,745 acres. It is satisfactory to note that the 
lu't revenue also surpassed that of the previous year by lls. 2,03,65)5. Tlio 
Sind canals arc entirely dependent upon the height and duration of the floods 
in the Indus dining the irrigating season. The inundation of the year was 
very favourable, the necessary level of the river being reached on a timely 
<late and maintained fora period suffieient to bring cro])s to maturity, Tito 
year was distinguislied by one of tlie greatest floods on record. Tbo Glioiki 
floods ov('i tbe left bank above llobri were of great volume and long duration 
and silted the Mara sup[)ly ch.annel so severely that the greater part of tlip 
rabi supiily was cut off. The rainfall was very irregular over tlie whole of Sind. 
In many places it xvas considerable and of much benefit to tho crops, while in 
others it was exce.'Sivc and caused some damage. 

8. In the Ibmibay Deccan and Gujar^it, the canal works are limited in 
sco])c in comparison with iliosc! of other provinci'S. The area irrigated in the 
2 )cri(^il covered by this review arnountod to-37,314 acres only. As stated 
m paragraph 2 above, the works are not remunerative. 

9. In Hengnl, the Ilijili Tidal canal is used purely for navigation purposes ; 
th(‘ three other canals, riz , the Orissa, the Midnapore and the 8one, are also so 
utilised, hut they are primarily intended for irrigation. 'Jhe area served by 
tbise canals during the year 11)08-09 exceeded a million acres, and although 
Tiiese works lailed to fullil productive conditions, there is no doubt about 
their indirect value, considering that the estimated value of the crops raised nu 
the area irrigated Ijy them iu tho year under review amounted to Rs. 
5,37,60,000, a sum which is more than^.our-fifths of their total capital cost. 

10. BotVi iu Burma and in the North-West Frontier Province the irrigated 
area exceeded 200,000 aoi’cs. 

1). Tbo imjiortance of jn'oduetivo w’orks may be gauged rougldy by t)»e 
v.'iiuo of the C) 0 })s which are produced by tlieir agency. • Tn the year under 
review tho eslimated value of tlm cro])s irrigai^ by productive works 
amounted to about 7)3.} croies of rupees, exceeding the capital cost incurred on 
them by more than 11^ eroies. lY ith the completion of the imjiprtant works 
jlow under ounstruclion, viz., the Upper Jhelum, Ujiper Cheuab and Lower 
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13ari Doab canals in the Punjab, the Upper Swat Uivor canal in the Nortli- 
Wosr, Frontier Province, the Naijavalli River {)rojcct in Madras and the M6n 
and Ye-u canals in Purina considerable additional areas will be brought uudcr 
cultivation. 


II, — Pi'otective Works. 

12. There were in operation in tlic year under review 17 protective works 
which together irrigated a total of J3b2,i03 acres. %e majority are small tank 
works situated in the Central Provinces, where irrigation is still in its infancy. 
The works iu the Central Provinces were sanctioned as experimental wonks, in 
accordance with the^ recommendations of the Irrigation Commission, to test 
how far the people were willing to resort to irrigation for tlie maturing of their 
crojis and what water rat(‘s they were prepared to pay. The results obttiiued 
pre generally gralil'ying and show tliat the people are beginning to realise tlie great 
advantages of irrigation. In the year I9U7-08 the rainfall was somewhat defi¬ 
cient, wliile in the year uudcr review it was if anything over the average , yet 
tlic area irrigatod in the latter was 25,4-13 acres against 2.>,973 acres in the 
former. Tlie average water rate piid dining the year on these works m as lls. 

1 T‘J( per acre. Particulars of all protective works are given in Statements 
IV, V, and VI. 

B—Minoe T^rks. 

III .— Works for which capital and reoenne accounts are kept. 

13. There were ninety-four works so classed in 1008-09, the majority of 
which are in Bombay and Madras. Seven arc purely navigaliou works. 

The net revenue paid by works of this category during the year under 
review amounted to Rs. 20,37,724 (exeliuUng navigation canals) or a return 
of 7*96 per cent on the capital outlny, against (150 per cent in the previous 
year. Nearly all the minor works in Sind return oxceptinnally hii:li pcrcentage.s ; 
imt as some large ^irojcots, witit which it is intended to amalgamate tliem, iir<i • 
under consideration, their transfer to major works has been postponed for the" 
present. 

* Excluding the area shown under Burma, viz., 4-.50,:^6G acres, w'hich is not 
under irrigation, but represents the arm of cultivation on lands reclaimed by 
liver fiood emhankn ents, the area irrigated by miaor irrigation works during 
l908-0;> was 1,511,098 acres against 1,346,515 acres in the previous year. 

Statements VII and VllI give particulars of individual works. 

JU.— Works for which only revenue accounts are kept. 

14. There are numerous minor works for which so]) irarc capital accounts 

are not kept, either because tiioy are not sufiicieutly important, or because, 
having been constructed by the former rulers of the eouiitry, their capital 
cost is not known. For such works only revenue accounts are kei)t ; they are 
credited with a share of the land revenue depending on their maiiitenano(‘, and 
are deiiited with all expouriiturt' inourred on coristriietion, extension, im/'rovo- 
ments and mainteuauco. Particulars for the year 1908-09 arc shown in State¬ 
ment X. ^

15. There is a third important class of minor works, elviefly existing in tho 
Madras Presideney, for whion neither cai)ital nor revenue aoeonnts are kept. 
The Mad'as w’orkii include over 28,000 tanks and 0,000 irrigation ohanuels, tlie 
improvements and repairs of which are executed by the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment, or, in the case of the smaller works, by civil officers. The areas irrigated 
by these small w orks in 1908-09 aggregated 3,327,833 acres, (or slightly less 
Ilian the area irrigated by all tno major works in the Presidency taken 
together), compared with 3,295,815 acres in 1907-08.

GENERAL REPORT. 

Statistical information relating to the growth of the Department from its 
commencement up to date is given in a convenient form in Appendix E. 

2. The capital account at the close of the year amounted to Rs. 10,89,70,113, 
the expenditure on that head in 1909-10 b^ng Rs. 25,19,323 which includes 
Rs. 2,57,778, the outlay in the Public Works Department on telegraph buildings. 

3. The revenue earned having been Rs. i,2i,i9,2i9and the working expenses 
Rs. 1,21,12,784, the surplus amounts to Rs. 6,435 representing a return on 
capital outlay of 'oo 6 per cent. 

4. As compared with the previous year, the working expenses have increased 
by Rs. 3,67,454 as follows:—

The increase under general charges is due, to a certain extent, to the introduc¬ 
tion of the new Time Scale of pay for Superintendents and Assistant Superin¬ 
tendents brought into effect from the 19th of December 1909; but mainly to a 
smaller share of establishment charges having been debited to capital works 
consequent on less outlay during the year under that head. Tiie decrease under 
line maintenance is due to repairs to lines in the previous year having been 
specially heavy. The increase under signalling is due partly to a slight increase 
in the clerical and petty establishments of signal ollices as well as to annual 
increases of pay to the staff arising from the reorganisation.

The decrease in the value of telegrams is associated with a decrease in their 
number, the value having decreased by 11 65 per cent and the number by 7' 1 i 
percent. The decrease in value is made up of Rs. 11,12,246 under paid tele¬ 
grams and Rs. 49,327 under fornui value of news free and concessional 
telegrams. The decrease in paid telegrams which is entirely under Inland is

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The decrease under Private may be attributed to general depression in internal 
trade. The decrease under State is doubtless due to the instructions issued to 
Government ofiicials in Government of India, Department of Commerce and 
Industry, Resolution No. 1861-1894-50, dated the 4th of Mardi 1909, to 
reduce the number and length of State telegrams and to use the lower class as 
a general rule. The average value of an Inland State tclegrani. since the 
introduction of the revised tariff from ist January 1909, has fallen from Rs. r823 
to Rs, •945. ^ 

6, Appendix F and the diagram of curves immediately following it show by 
figures and by curves, respectively, the variations that have occurred during the 
last 17 years in the number of paid telegrams and in the working expeftses p:-r 
paid telegram under the heads " Line Maintenance ” and “ Signalling”. Details 
of the Departmental expenditure under those heads for the past fi\e years are 
given in Appendix B, but, in calculating the expenses per telegram for the 
purposes of this diagram, all charges not properly debitable to Dtgjartmenial 
traffic, such as those for Railway and Private Line offices, have been excluded. 

The curve denoting the number of paid telegrams shows a fall for the first 
time since 189S-99; the reasons for which are explained in paragiaphs 5 and 
44 to 46, 

7. On the 31st of March 1910, there were 9,037 telegrapli offices of all Telegraph 
kinds in India and Burma, of which 7,225 were open for paid tel. grams and 8®“^’^*****“* 
1,812 fot purely administrative piirposel. Of the former 279 wore depart¬ 
mental, 2,483 combined, 4.451 railway and 12 canal offiices as compared with 

6,973 previous year made up of 2S0 departmental, 2,378 r unhiiied, 

4,304 railway and ll canal offices. This Department technically supervised 
3,999 railway and canal offices of which 2,444 were open to tlie public (or 
paid message traffic, I'here were also 2,276 telegraph offiims controlled and 
supervised by railway companies, of which 2,0 ig were open to the public. 

8 The system maintained by the Telegraph Department was augmented Fxtensioo*, 
during the year by a net increase of 2,682 miles of line and 0,07; miles of 
wire, including cable, and at its close comprised 72,746 miles of line and 
287,266 miles of wire and cable. Of the latter 88,488 miles were used 'by 
railways 7,008 miles by canals, 13,368 miles were worked in connection with 
* telephone exchanges and private lines and 178,402 miles were (or departm'ental 
purposes, 

9. The subscriptions to the Telegraph Department for telephone and Telephoec 
similar services rendered during the calendar vear 1909 amounted to Rs. 4,88,875 *’**^®“‘**' 
bring an increase of Rs. Sljgjg over the figures of the previous year. The 
average annual subscriptions for the past five years amounted to I\s. 3,44,185. 

10. The gross earnings of the Telephone Companies during the calendar Telephoni 
year 1909 amounted to Rs. 9,53,4-35 being an advance of Rs. 1,48,864 over**"****' 
those of the previous year. The largest increase recorded is in that of the 
Bengal Telephone Company, Calcutta, which amounted to Rs. 78,144. The 
average annual collective earnings of the Companies during the past five years 

were Rs. 7,30,777.

11. In February, the Government of India announced that the Secretary of Reorgant 
State had sanctioned the reorganis.ition of the Upper ranks of the Department, 

a matter which had been under consideration for some time. 

12. Under the old scheme, the organisation of the Department was as 
follows. For Telegraphic purposes, the whole of India was divided into twenty 
divisions, each in charge of a Superintendent. Each division included twm or 
more minor charges known as Sub-divisions, of which there were 73, the more 
important of them being in charge of Assistant Superintendents, i e.^ junior 
officers of the Superior Staff, and the less important in charge of Sub-Assistant 
Superintendents who are Upper Subordinates. 
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13 In addition to the Heads of Divisions, there were eight officers of the 
same rank who were also immediately subordinate to the Director-General, viz., 
the four Superintendents in charge of the Calcutta, Bombay, Madras and Agra 
Offices, the Superintendent of the Check Office, the Electrician, the Superinten¬ 
dent of Telegraph Stores, and the Superintendent of the Telegraph Workshops., 
The whole Department was controlled by a Director-General assisted at Head¬ 
quarters by nine officers as follows :— 

• I Deputy Directo^ General. 

2 Directors for Construction and Traffic. 

2 Deputy Directors for Construction and Traffic. 

I Personal Assistant. 

1 Superintendent in the Traffic Branch. 

2 Superintendents usually posted to the Direction. 

14. This organisation was defective in several respects. There were as many 
as 28 Subordinate Officers, whose powers were very limited, in direct correspond¬ 
ence with the Director-General ; and the latter officer was consequently over¬ 
whelmed with a mass of unimportant references. The five Officers of the 
Department next in seniority to the Director-General were all stationed at Head¬ 
quarters. This concentration of so many senior officers at Head-quarters and 
the lack of adequate devolution of ^.responsibility hampered the administration 
of the Department. 

15. The most important changes to be introduced included the formation 
of eight Circles, each in charge of a Director, coterminous with the existing 
Postal Circles. The number of Divisions to be increased from 20 to 34, and 
all Sub-Divisions abolished. Many of the powers exercised by the Director- 
General are delegated to Directors, wffiile the powers of Superintendents are 
materially increased. The formation of a purely Technical Branch under an 
Pdectrical Rngineer-in-Cbief, was sanctioned. The scheme also provided for 
the appointment of a Chief Store-keeper, recruited outside the Department, and 
for placing the Check Office under a Civil Accounts Officer. 

16. The cadre of the Department was entirely changed. The Direction 
formerly consisted of the Director-General, Deputy Director-General, two . 
Directors—these four being the most senior officers in the Department—and two 
Deputy Directors. Under the new scheme the post of Deputy Director-General 
is abolished and in addition to the Director-General there are 10 Directors, 
eight in charge of Circles, and two at headquarters. The appointments held 
by Directors are interchangeable. Directors are divided into four classes; 
the first class containing two on pay of Rs. 2,250; the second class, also two, 
with pay of Rs. 2,000 ; the third and fourth classes ‘have three in each with 
pay of Rs. 1,750 and 1,500 respectively. At the same time all the Superinten¬ 
dents were placed on an incremental scale of pay rising from Rs. 380 to 
Rs. 1,250 in the case of the Imperial Service officers, and from Rs. 250 to 
Rs. 900 for Provincial Service officers. 

17. Hitherto recruitment for the Provincial Branch of the Superior Staff of 
the Departntent was through the Thomason Civil Engineering College at Rurki, 
where a special class for the training oj candidates was maintained. It was 
found that the Telegraph class at Rurki failed to attract candidates from more 
than one province and that there has been a complete absence of healthy 
competition. 

18. The maintenance of a speci.d Telegraph Class at one College was 
necessitated by the fact that the other Colleges did not make any provision, in 
their ordinary curriculum, for training in electrical engineering. This condition 
of things is, however, rapidly disappearing and in the course of a few years, it 
is anticipated, that the colleges in India will be able to maintain thoroughly 
equipped classes in electrical engineering, quite apart from the requirements of 
the Telegraph Department. In future it is intended to make appointments to 
the Provincial Service .by selection from the graduates in the engineering classes

of any college which gives a suitable and adequate training in electrical engineer¬ 
ing. 

19. An Officer of the Provincial .Service will be eligible for appointment as 
Director of Telegraphs if fully qualified to perform the duties attaching to the 
appointment ; and of the thirlyTour divisions now established, it is intended that 
twelve shall ultimately be filled by officers of that service. 

£0. A new scale of pay was also sanctioned for the Sub-Assistant Superin¬ 
tendents, General Branch, rising from Rs. 250 to Rs. 400, the eight senior 
officers being allowed to rise to Rs. 500. The As^tant Superinlendents and 
Superintendents were brought on to the new scale from the 19th of December 
1909. The Directors under the new schitme and the Sub-.Assisfant Superin¬ 
tendents (who were to be styled Deputy Superintendents in future) were not to be 
brought on to the new scale of pay till the ist April 1910, the date on which the 
Circles were to be introduced. It was decided that one appointment In the 
Gazetted ranks of the Provincial Service should be given every two years to 
a specially selected Upper Subordinate, after the existing surplus of officers has 
been absorbed. 

21. The number of Volunteers on the rolls in the Department during the 
year was 1,001 (33 per cent of the signalling establishment) being an increase 
of 13 compared with the previous year. (Jf this number 624 were extra-efficient, 
318 efficient and 59 non efficient. By way of encouragement, prizes aggregating 
Rs. 1,070 were granted for proficiency in dr^l and shooting. 

, 22. At the annual camp of exercise of the Bombay Volunteer Rifles held 
at Santa Cruz from the 29th of January to the 5th of February 1910, the “ D ” 
(lelegraph) Company distinguished itself by the exceptionally large attendance 
on parades, which was 84’8 per cent of the total strength, and the general dis¬ 
cipline and good work put in by the members. At the annual inspection of the 
Corps, “ D ” Company was selected for Company evolution before the General 
Officer Commanding tbe Bombay Brigade, and acquitted Itself very creditably. 
The Commandant liighly commended the Company in his address to the Batta¬ 
lion at the conclusion of the inspection parade. 

23. The following trophies w'ere w’on by tin's Company during this year : —w 

(a) His Royal Highness Tbe Prince of Wales Ambulance .Shield ; op'en 
to teams of six Volunteers (other than Railway men) from any 
Corps in India or Burma. The examination was held this year at 
Jubbulpore, subject “ First Aid” to the injured ; St.John’s Ambu¬ 
lance Association. 

(A) The Leslie Challenge Cup for long distance marching and Tactical 
Shooting under service conditions. 

(c) The Baylcy Challenge Cup for General Efficiency. 

(if) The Tenant Memorial Drill Challenge Cup for the largest percentage 
of members putting in the maximum number of parades. 

(e) The Nicholson Challenge Cup for long range shooting. 

(/“) Wyer Cup for long distance .shooting. 

(^) Lord Harris Cup for drill. 

24. The last three trophies were won outright by the Company and are now 

in its possession. ^ 

25. At the annual competition for (<2) held at Jubbulpore on the 2nd of 
March 1910, the Bombay Volunteer Rifle Corps was represented by six men from 
the Telegraph Company, who won the shield and medals, the team scoring 
80 per cent of marks. This is the third year in succession in which the staff of 
the Bombay Telegraph office have won this trophy. 

26. The number of Volunteers on the roll of “ F ” (Telegraph) Company, 
2nd (Presidency) Calcutta Volunteer RiHes, was 2 officers and 108 non-com¬ 
missioned officers and men, of which 27 were marksmen, 76 first class shots, 4 
second class shots and one non-efficient.

27. Colonel P.M. Ball, V.D., Commanding the Agra Volunteer Rifles, wrote 
as follows regarding the Telegraph Company belonging to the Agra office:— 

“ It is a pleasure to me to be able to record my appreciation of the 
progress made by the Telegraph " B ” Company during the current 
year; there has been a great improvement in the firing, the attend¬ 
ance at all parades has been good, the discipline of the Company 
is excellent, and the members have taken much more interest and 
shown greater keenness in their work, and 1 think it is not too 
much to say “ B ” Company, as it is now, will compare favour¬ 
ably with any other company of Volunteers in India." 

28r The Telegrtiph operations in connection with a disturbance which 
broke out in the Bastar State in February 1910 were not large. Three Tele- 
graphists accompanied the punitive Police Force sent to riuell the disturbance 
and in all twenty eight camp offices were opened and closed. No special wires 
W’cre erected except a short line of about two miles in length put up in 
Jagdalpur itself. As only repairing outfit was taken with the Telegraph 
party there were no posts or wire available for these two miles of line, but Tele¬ 
graphist Martyiis proved his resourcefulness by borrowing two miles of barbed 
wire from a Missionary and elected this on wooden posts; this line was in use 
for over ten days and worked well. 

29. The International Service Regulations, which were passed at the 
quinquennial International Telegrt^irh Conlerence of the various Telegraph 
Administrations and Cable Companies, held ;it Lisbon, referred to in paragraph 
12 of last year’s report, were brought into effect from the ist of July 1909. The 
following is a summary of the more important alterations in the rules for 
Foreign Telegrams which wore introduced from that date:— 

(i) The rules regarding Code language were modified to the extent, 

that the syllables shall be capable of pronunciation according 
to the ordinary usage of one of the eight accepted langua- 
ges. 

(ii) The Administrations of Grc'at Britain, France and Germany were 

appointed as a Committee of Control, in order to examine all 
codes that may be presented to them to determine if they arc 
uiiohjeclioiiable. 

(iii) Combinations or alterations of words sought to be concealed by 

reversing the order of letters, or syllables, were prohibited. 

(iv) Artificial words may not contain the accented letters ii, a, a°, d, u, i> 

and ii. 

(v) The combinations, se, aa, ao, oe, ue and ch are to count as two 

letters each in artificial words, 

(vi) Telegrams addressed to a reforwarding agency, which is known to 

be organised for the purpose of ev.iding payment of the full 
rate chargeable (or the transmission of telegrams, by acting as 
intermediaries for the receipt of telegrams and for their re-trans¬ 
mission to a destination beyond, may be stopped. 

(vii) The stipulations relating to telegrams " To follow" by order of the 

sender, and telegrams to be rc-transmitted by order of the ad¬ 
dressee, which were nc., binding on such of the Fxtra-European 
Administrations as declared their Inability to apply them, were 
made applicable to both rd^tmes. 

(viii) Signs of punctuation, apostrophes and hyphens may be transmitted, 
and consequently charged for, on the formal request of the 
sender. 

(ix) 1 he period for the preservation of telegrams was extended from 

eight to ten months. 

(x) In groups of letters and figures used as commercial marks, each 

letter and figure is counted as one character ; five characters, 
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whether wholly or partly letters and figures, counting as one word. 
For example, the commercial marks 197A-199A and 3-M which 
were formerly counted as four and two words, respectively, are now 
counted as two words (9 characters) and one word (3 characters) 
respectively. 

The alterations enumerated in paragraphs (i), (iii), (iv), (v), (viii) and (x) 
were made applicable to Inland telegrams also. 

30. The Deposit .System of Accounts referred to in paragraph 43 of last 
year’s report has not found much favour with the piilic, except in Calcutta and 
Bombay, although the rate of commission for the uplteep of Deposit Accounts 
was reduced at the beginning of the year, from 1 per cent on the gross value of 
the messages accejtteci to i rupee for every 25 telegrams. At the close^if the 
year the following Deposit Accounts were current:—

31. The Debit Note System, under which a large number of Government Debit No! 
•fficials wore permitted to send Stati; telcgiains without prepayment, was abo- 

lislied with effect from the ist of January 1910, This system necessitated agreat 
deal of additional work in all Telegraph OlTues from which these messages were 
sent, as they had to he separately bundled and docketed and sent separately to 
the Check Offi ce. An elaborate .Accounts procedure had also to be raauitained. 

The Check Office harl to prepare some 140 separate bills which entailed 
the employment of a large staif of clerks. The Deputy Accountant General,, 

Telegraphs, on receipt of these bills from the Clieck Ollice was required to book 
up each hill against the Department concerned. A few selected high Government 
Qfficials arc now penniltcd to send State telegrams without prepayment if ten¬ 
dered on special forms marked “ O.H.M.S.”, while all ethers are required to pay 
for their telegrams either in cash or service stamps. The abolition of the old 
system has thus led to a considerable saving in clerks and lessening of work in 
Signal Offices. 

32. A mixed Postal and Telegraph service, was introduced between India and MixedPosuia 
the United Kingdom with effect from the tst of July. Communications intended

T'he charges 
are the same as the above, except that the Inland Ordinary rate is only levied 
for the telegraphic transmission in India.

The rapid disposal of messages has been maintained and the averages of 88 offi¬ 
ces that keep up Tablet Checks, show that 81'9 per cent of the sent and transit 
traffic was disposed of within ten minutes, gi'S within 20 minutes and 94’8 
within 40 minutes. As regards delivery 77 per cent are sent out within five 
minutes of their being received. 

There have been many complaints of mutilation during the year and the 
matter is receiving the closest attention,’but the public are probably unaware to 
what extent they arc themselves responsible for this, owing to the very gene¬ 
ral use of uncouth and bizarre artificial fiords in code messages. It is extremely 
difficult for a telegraphist to deal with such words with accuracy at the same 
speed with which he disposes of ordinary words and mutilations are chiefly due 
to his endeavouring to maintain his speed.

7g. Faults in offices show an increase of 39 or r7'4i per cent in number and 
413 hours or 13'53 percent in duration. 

80. Faults due to unknown causes have decreased by 43 or 5 65 per cent 
in number and 927 hours or 11'02 per cent in duration. 


81. Extensive damage to telegraph lines was caused by severe cyclones 
which passed over the Malabar Coast in May, Kastern Bengal on the night of the 
lyth-iSth Cctober and the Fast Coast on tlie morning of the 27th of October 
1909. 

82. In June 1909 half a mile of telegraph line was washed away by floods 
at the foot of the lulls below Cherrapoonji. 
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ELECTRICAL. 

83. As soon as information was received that the i’eninsular and Oriental Radio telegraphy 
mail steamers to Bombay were to be fitted witli radio-telegrapti apparatus, 
arrangements were made to erect a radio-telegraph oOlce at Bombay. 'ITiis was 

opened in October tyoy and communicates with the mail steamers fitted with 
radio apparatus for a distance of about 350 miles. A ra* io-lelegraph office 
was also opened at lash in December and was subsequently handed over to the 
Indo-European Telegraph Department. 

84. During the cold weather season and at night, when the physical condi¬ 
tions are peculiarly favourable fur radiO' telegraphy, it was found possiblt^o hold 
communication over long distances with out stations thougli they are designed 
for regular work for distances of otily about 300 miles. The stations at Jask and 
Bombay were frequently able to communicate, the distance being 1,100 miles. 

Jask wasaKo able to e.vchangc communication with the S. S. “ .Morea’’ at a dis¬ 
tance of 1,200 miles. Calcutta cominunicated with a naval vessel 20J miles 
soutli of Colombo and received signals from one at Singapore, distance 1,500 
miles. 

85. .‘\ severe magnetic storm was experienced on the 26th of September Magnetic Storm 
IQ09 and the natural i u'rents resulti.ig tlKicfrom in tlic wires scrionsly interfered 

with the working of the lines. I'liis storm was also experiei "md on the continent 
of Eurrtpe and in .America and for a time dWmginised the tt legrnph systems. It 
was rcmark.'ible not only for its intensity but for the variations in the direction 
of the currents experienced on the wires, though, on tin- whole, lines whose 
genend direction was iXorth and South were less disturbed than th^'se where 
it was Ea^t and West, Work 011 the B.iuddt systems entirely failed hut 
otlwr systems failed at intervals only when the natuial current exceeded a certain 
value. The storm bad no effect on radio-telegraphic communication. 

86. 'I'wo additional Batulot ctrexits were installed between Calcutta and BaudJt Apparat 
Rangoon, one 11,i Akyab wilir a repeater at Akvab, and the oilier xid Assam with 

a rep<:; t''r at Oauliati and a re-transmitter at dJ.iiul.il.iy. An additional Baudot 
eirciiit between Ca'eiitta and Bombay was also brought into rise in the faisy' 
se.'isom '] he Baudot circuits have worked on the whole very successfully and 
have disposed of a Large ameunt of tralFic.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

22nd October 1910. 

Burma.—Light or moderate .showers were reported fro^ neatly all <lislrict.s from 
which reports have been received but reports from ten districts in Upper Burma have 
been delayed. In spite of irregular rain, winter crops generally promise about a formal 
outturn. The heavy rains of the previous week arc reported to have done some damage 
in Katha to til which is now coming into ear. Cotton plucking and other agricultural 
pperations are progressing normally but a severe attack of disease among cattle in Minbu 
is reported to have impeded work. Variations in the prices of food grains from the 
normal are not important. 

Eastern Beng^al and Assam. —The rainfall was light in the Assam Valley and 
Rajshalii divisions and fairly heavy el.scwhere. Plucking of tea and ploughing for spring 
crops are in progress. Sowing of mustard has commenced in the Assam Valley. Cotton 
promises well. Prospects of tea, winter rice aii^^sugarcane are fair. Some damage to 
winter rice by insect pests has been reportedT^||a Sylhet, floalpara, Nowgong and 
Sibsagar. The average price of common rice has risen by about one per cent. Cattle 
disease prevails in Malda, Goalpara, Darrang, Nowgong, Sibsagar and the Garo Hills. 


Bengal.— During the week rain fell all over the Province except Birbhum, .Mur- 
shidabad, Hazaribagh, Manbhum and practically all the districts of Bihar except the 
Sonthal Parganas. The fall was heavy in Orissa, Khulna, Jcssorc, the 34-Parganas, 
Midnapore, Burdwan and Howrah, moderate in Nadia and Cooch Behar and light else¬ 
where. Harvesting of autumn crops still continues in some districts. Sowings of spring 
crops have commenced in most districts but progress has been retarded in Angul by 
excessive rain. Winter paddy and sugarcane are doing well. Insects did some damage 
to paddy in Sambalpur. The price of common rice has risen in Midnapore, the 34- 
Pa^anas, jessore and Bhagalpur and has fallen in Bankura, Nadia, ^urshidabad, Patpa, 
D^bhanga, Monghyr, the. Sonthal Parganas, Hazaribagh, Ranchi, Siiighbhum and 
Cooch Behar. Cattle disease exists in Midnapore, Patna, Gaya, Saran, Muzaffarr'ur 
Purneaaud in all the districts of Orissa and Chota Nagpur ei^cept Ci^ttaqk, Balasor; 
Singhbhum. The supply of fodder and water is sufficient throughout the Province. 




United Provinces.-r-No rain fell during the week. Standing crops are flourishing 
and prospects are good. Cotton picking and harvesting of ,rice and the larger millets ate 
in progress. Preparation of fields for spring crops is being pressed forward apd sowings of 
gram, barley, pulse and linseed have begun in places. The general condition of liv*!- 
stock is good,though sporadic cattle disease is reported from twenty-five districts. Fodder 
Apd supplies are ample everyw[hcre. Prices have fallen but are 

generally statipnary- 

Pui:uat).-^No rain fell during the week. Harvesting^ onJ^Jp^nd m.aize, piql^jp^ 
of cotton and ploughings for and sowings of spring crops are }n progress. The conditfQp 
and outturn of standing crops are generally g^d to average. Cotton is disappointing 
and millet is very poor in Rohtak. Drought is felt in Mianwali. The outturn of 
and of moth is reported bad from Rawalpindi. Great millet has been damaged by moth 
borer in parts of Hissar. Prices are generally unchanged. They are rising slightly 
in one and falling in four districts. 'The condition of cattle is generally good. Fodder 
is sufficient except in parts of Mianwali. Complaints of a short canal water supply 
are being received from the Samundri and Toba Tek Singh tahsils in the Lyallpur 
district. 
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North-West Frontier Province. —No rain fell during the week. It is badly wanted 
in Dera Ismail Khan. The condition of standing crops is poor in Dera Ismail Khan 
owing to lack of rain. Elsewhere it is generally average. Harvesting of autumn crops 
is in progress and the expected outturn is average except that of rice and cotton which 
is reported below the average in the Charsadda tahsil of the Peshawar district. Sowings 
of spring crops continue in Dera Ismail Khan. Crops have been damaged by the 
tiddi insect in one village of the Dera Ismail Khan tahsil and in the Kulachi tahsil. 
The fodder and water s^^ ^ply is sulhcient throughout the Province. Irrigation from 
the Paharpur canal in the Dera Ismail Khan district has been stopped. The condition 
of cattle is generally good but disease is prevalent in two villages of the Charsadda 
tahsil in the Peshawar district. The public health is generally good except in some 
parts of the Peshawar and Charsadda tahsils. Malarial fever is prevalent in Peshawar 
and Novvshera. Prices of food-grains except that of bajra show a slight tendency to^ 
fall. Priceswheat 13J to 198; gram ; maize 16 to 30^^ and bajra 16 to 

33 seers per rupee. 

Jammu. —No rain fell during the week. Prices are stationary. Wheat sells 
from 12 to 24 and maize from 18 to 32 seers per rupee. The condition of standing 
crops is fair. C<attle di.sease of mild type prevails in some parts of the Province. 
Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir. —There is no disc’^se among cattle. Fodder is sufficient. Prices are 
stationary. 

Rajputana. —No raiji fell during the week. Agricultural operations for both 
autumn and spring crops continue. Standing crops are fair to good except in Bharatpur 
wher»^ the expected outturn is much below the aver.age. Damage by grass-hoppers is 
reported in one district of Mevvar and by heavy rainfall in Bhar.atpur. Cattle disease is 
prevalent in Karauli and in parts of Merwara, Banswara and Jhalawar. Fodder is sufficient. 
Prices have risen in Mewar, Partabgarh, Shahpura, Alwar and Karauli and have fallen 
or are steady elsewhere. 

Central India. —No rain fell during the week. The weather is clear and cool. 
Harvesting of autumn crops and sowing of spring crops are in progress. Standing 
crops are generally good but have been damaged slightly by insects in parts of Bhopal, 
V 'wa and Bhopawar. Cattle arc in good condition but some disease prevails in parts of 
^ .»or, Bhopal, Baghclkhand, Bundelkhand and Bhopawar. Prices arc falling in 

Bhopal, Baghclkhand and Bundelkhand and are generally easy. 

Central Provinces. —The week was almost rainless. Reaping of autumn crops, 
picking of cotton and sowing of spring crops are proceeding. Prospects are good. Pas¬ 
turage and water are sufficient. Agricultural stock is in good condition. Prices show 
little variation. 

Feudatory i7fl/«.-7-Thc rainfall during the week measured in inches was :—in 
Ranker and Bastm'^ T'lkti 2 and in Sarangarh i.jt. Raigarh, Sirguja and Jashpur also 
had light shower^' ,. k is required in Bastar and Sakti. Harvesting of autumn crops 
and sowing of spring'xiops continue. Cotton has suffered slightly from insect pests in 
Kawardha. The condition of crops Is generally good. Fodder and water are sufficient. 
Prices gram in Ranker and rice In t^algarh, Sirguja and Bastar fell by 2 seers per 
rupee. 

Bombay. —The rainfall during the week was moderate in parts of Kanara, Dharwar 
and Kolhapur and slight in Satara, Bijapur, Belgaum and Savantvadi, Standing 
crops are suffering from insufficient moisture in Palanpur. They have been damaged slightly 
by rats in Karachi, by insects in Sukkur, by grass-hoppers in Nasik, Ahmednagar, 
Belgaum and Kolhapur and are generally good elsewhere. Harvesting of autumn crops 
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is progressing generally. Cotton picking is progressing in Hyderabad, Thar and Parkar, 
Khandesh, Ahmednagar and Baroda. Lands are being prepared for cultivation spring 
crops in parts of Sind, Ahrnedabad, the Panch Mahals, Surat, Nasiic and Palanpur. 
Sowing of spring crops continues in parts of Gujarat, the Deccan, the Karnatak, 
Baroda and Rewa Kantha. The fodder supply is adequate. Agricultural stock is 
deficient in Ahmednagar, Satara and Sholapur but is generally in good condition. 
The supply of water for drinking and irrigation is generally adequate. Grain stocks 
are sufficient. Prices have risen in the Upper Sind Frontier’^Kast Khandesh and Bijapur, 
have fallen in Nasik, Ahmednagar, Satara and Dharwar^nd are generally stationary 
elsewhere. The quantity purchasable per rupee is in Sind 19 to 40 per ient ; in 
the Konkan 13 to 2a per cent and in the Karnatak 3 to 19 per cent less than 
the normal. In Gujarat prices ranged from I2 per cent more than the normal 'to 23 
per cent less and in the Deccan from 13 per cent more to 23 per cent less. 

Hyderabad. —The average rainfall in the Dominions was 1 inch 2 cents! The rain¬ 
fall in the Mahratwara [districts was light, except in Raichur, with an average of i inch 
32 cents. In Telingana the fall averaged from 76 cents in the Medak district to 5 inches 
14 cents in Nalgonda. The heaviest falls occurred in the Nalgonda, Mahbubnagar and 
Warangal districts. The general situation is satisfactory. The autumn crop has been 
damaged by the excessive rainfall of the wce^^n parts of Telingana and to some extent 
by insects in parts of the Raichur and Medak^Hl^ts. The crop is being harvested in 
many places. Autumn cotton has suffered in parts of Mahratwara. The rain during 
the week was generally beneficial to the early rice crop. Lands are being prepared for 
spring crops and sowings are proceeding in most places. Cattle disease prevails in 
fourteen talukas. Prices:—wheat 6J ; coarse rice and juar 15^ seers per rupee, 
showing a fall of 4 seer in the price oi juar. White ywar is selling in Hyderabad City 
at i2 and yellow juar at 134 seers. The highest price in distrii:ts is 8 seers 
in Karimnagar and the lowest 26 seers in Aurangabad. 

Mysore. —The rainfall during the week was good throughout the State. Prices of 
food'grains liave fallen slightly in Kolar and Chitaldroog and are steady elsewhere.. 
Markets are well 'supplied. Standing crops are in good condition. Prospects of tlie 
^easonjare good. Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg. —Rainfall i inch 84 cents. The condition of the rice crop is good. Prices 
of food grains are high. The public health is fair. Water and fodder for ' 
sufficient. 

Madras. —The rainfall was heavy in Ganjam, Godavari, Kistna, Guntur, Nellore, 
South Arcot, North Arcot, Salem, Trichinopoly, Tanjore and Malabar, good in 

Vizagapatam, Kurnool, Anantapur, Cuddapah, Chingleput, Coimbatore, Madura, Ram- 
nad, South Canara and the :Nilgiris and light to fair elsewhere. The rainfall in sixteen 
districts was above the average of the last 35 years. Irrigation supplies are sufficient 
in the Circars, the Deccan, Salem, Trichinopoly, Tanjore, South Canara and the 

Nilgiris and insufficient in Chingleput and in parts of other Ploughing, sowing, 

weeding and| transplanting are in progress in parts. cr^ps arc generally 

fair but some in parts of Bellary have been] damaged by grass-hoppers, some in parts 
of Anantapur by excessive rain and soi 4 l in parts of Chingleput and Tinnevelly 
are in urgent need of rain. Harvests continue in parts with outturn fair to 

bumper. Pasture is insufficient in parts of Coimbatore and Tinnevelly. Fodder is 

scanty in parts of Ganjam, Godavari, Cuddapah, Nellore and North Arcot. The 

condition of cattle is generally good. The price of rice is stationary in fourteen 
district.^, has fallen in nine and has risen in one. The prices of millets have fluctuated 
as follows ’.—Ragi^K stationary in seven districts, has fallen in twelve and has risen 
in three. Cholam is stationary in seven districts, has fallen',in four |and has risen in 
four. Cumbu is stationary in three districts, has fallen]jin seven and has risen in six. 
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The public Itealth is generally good. Prospects are generally good. The condition 
of the labouring classes is generally satisfactory and hoiployment is readily available. 
Grain stocks are generally sufficient.- 

Hcpal.—Report for tie quarter ending i^th October /9/0 :--Owing to the con¬ 
tinued heavy rainfall during the month of July the maize crop in the hills suffered to some 
extent^ but the rice crop did well. lo’ys inches of rain were registered during the last 
sixteen days of this month. In the month of August rice was sown in the Terai, and pears 
and apples were gathered in ^.ipal, the outturn being good. Cardamoms, early rice and 
maize were harvested in September in the hills and in the Nepal valley. The outturn 
was satislactory with the exception of maize. Potatoes and early winter vegetables were 
sown. Millet and autumn rice arc now being harvested and sowing of garlic and 
onions is in progress. Lands are being prepared for the sowing of wheat, barley and 
peas for the spring crop. The market is well stocked and the price of food grains is 
normal, also that of ghee. The rainfall for the period was 36'82 as compared with 
36-32 for the corresponding period of last year. No epidemic of cattle disease has 
been reported,

the 27th October 1910, based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Reports of the period- 

l. At the beginning of the week fairly general rain was falling in Burma, e^ijccially in 
Upper Burma, but northerlv winds set in on the 24th and rainfall in consequence practi¬ 
cally ceased. In northern India the only areas that received rain were the coast districts 
at the head of the Bay, an 1 on fh' Inst two days of the week even lhe.se were practic.rlly 
rainles.s. In the Peninsula rainfall occurred nearly every d.ny in the east and south, and 
during the last three days an advance of the monsoon in the Arabian sea caused an exten¬ 
sion of rainfall northwards al mg the west coast and into Hyderabad and the Bombay 
Deccan, 


2. Rainfall was in excess by 20 or more per cent in Upper Burma, Bengal proper, 
Orissa, the Central Provinces East, Hyderabad .North, .Mysore, .Madras Southeast and the 
Madras Coast North ; an 1 wis in defect by half .in inch or more in Assam, Berar, the 
Central Provinces West, the Konkan and Malabar. 

j. Burma .—Fairly general rain was repiO!2|Aon the first two days of the week, but 
Oii"thc rem lining days there were only a few^^^ed falls. Skies were lightly to mode¬ 
rately clouded. 

Northeast India, including Orissa .—Rainfall was confined almost entirely to the 
coast districts ; ami skies were clear or only lightly clouded except in the south of the 
division. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces.-^\ few falls of rain 
occurred in the east of the Central Provinces, and skies were moderately clouded in this 
area, while they were clear or o.nly lightly ebuded elsewhere, Night temperature was 
lower than usual in Central India and the wi-st of the Central Provinces. 

Northwest India .—Skies were free from cloud except on tiic 2f5(li, when light cloud 
appeared in Gujarat and the extreme north. Night temperature was lower than usual in 
Rajputana, especially in the western districts. 

The Peninsula.—On most days rainfall was fairly general in the south of the Peninsuhh 
aad on the north Ma Iras coast, an 1 at the closa of the week it also occurred in the Konkan 
aM the Bombay Deccan. Skies were moderately clouded in the south and east; and 
except on the 25th, 2'ith and 27th they were clear or only lightly clouded in the northwest, 
where night tempercature was accordingly lower than usual. Day temperature was;*ow 
the normal in the Malras Dcccan and on the nort h Madras coast. »'

RESOLUTION—-By the Government of Indi.i, Department of Commerce and Industry. 

Titk Governmoni of India have had uudor their consideration the question 
of increasing the nuinber of Post Ollicu holidays. y\.t pnisent holidays are given 
in the Post Office on Sundays, New Year’s Day, Good Prirhiy, tlie King’s Birth 
Day and Christmas Day, hut even on tliese days very few of the postal oilieials 
can he allowed oomplete relaxation fi’oin wiirk as certain duties must be por- 
forrard in r^himeetiou with the delivery and despatch of mails, which necessitate 
the attendance for some period of the day of the majority of the staff at the 
various offices. 

2 . Tlepresentations have hoou mado to the Government of India that the 
general liability to work on Sundays and holidays constitutes a grievance in the 
case of its largo body of Post Ollice employes, for wliicb a remedy should be 
I'oundt It is recognised that it would l)c impossible to allow the staff of the 
Post Office as mi ny holidays as are enjoyed by most other Government servants, 
but in.asmueh asrvork in business office's is either stopped altogether or greatly 
curtailed on the :i^ ore important public hg’id,iys, it has been represented that 
there would bo irious objection to increasing the number of Post Offioe 
holidays by six to bo scleotod as far as possible from those gazetted under 
the Negotiable F- ^truinents Act. Most of those holidays are granted on account 
of important religious festivals, and the duties of postal servants prevent them, 
to a large o.xtent from attending and taking part in these observances to which 
many of them attach great importance. The six additional holidays would not 
necessarily agree in the different postal circles but would be arranged to suit 
local conditions. 
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3. It hp,s accordingly been proposed that six new holidays should be held 
on the days of the following festivals :—

Eainfall sumiuary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs- on Thursday, 
the 3rd November 1910, based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Eeports of the period. 

1. Rainfall occurred chiefly in Mysore and the Madras presidency, but scattered falls 
were reported from other parts of the Peninsula and from Assam. An area of disturbed 
weather appeared over the Andamans on the 30th October , and travelling in a northerly 
direction carried rainfall into Upper Burma where the precipitation of the week was 
more than 2o per cent in excess of the normal; in Lower Burma however rainfall was 
below the average. 

* 

2. In addition to Upper Burma, rainfall was ao per cent or more in excess in Assam, 
Hyderabad South, Mysore, Malabar and Madras Southeast, and was half an inch or more in 
defect in the Bay Islands, Eastern Bengal, %ngal proper and Orissa. 

3. Fairly general rain was reported from Upper Burma on the 1st and 2nd 
November, but on the remaining days only a few falls occurred. Cloud was moderate to 
heavy in the northern half of the province and light to moderate in the southern, and at the 
close of the week maximum temperature was considerably lower than usual in Upper 
Burma.

Northeast India, including Orissa .—-Rainfall was restricted to a few falls in Eastern 
Bengal and Assam. Skies were clear or only lightly clouded. 

( 1787 ) 
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The United Provinces, Cent'-al India and the Central Jagialpur had a 

li.'ht fall of rain on the 28th. Skies were clear except for occasional cloud in the south 
of the Central Provinces, and night temperature was lower than usual in the Central 
Provinces. 

Northwest India .—Skies were clear or lightly clouded ; and in Baluchistan, Sind and 
the Punjab temperature was higher than usual esp'dally at night. 

The PeninsuLu —Nearly general rain fell in the south and a few falls occurred in the 
north. Skic.s were moderately to heavily clouded in the area of rainfall.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

29th October 1910. 

r, 

Burma.— Nearly all districts report rain but mostly very slight in amount. Sowing 
an 1 planting* of rice \vei*e completed in good time iti Lower Burma except in a fevv floodcid 
tracta wbe; e replanting still continues. In Tharrawady where a large area was flooded re¬ 
planted crops arc not expecieJ to mature. Later rains have so far been satisfactory in 
Lower Burma and have partly made good the harm caused by deficient rain. In 
tipper Burma I'caping Of autumn rice is progressing under favourable conditions and an 
early start has been made with preparations for beans, tobacco and other dry wealhei* 
crops. I'he recent continued rain in Upper Burma has much improved prospects and 
a good winter harvest i-s expected. Variations from the normal in prices of food grains 
are unimportant. Prices are generally rather low compared with recent years. 

< - 

Eastertt' Bengal and Assam.— The weather was seasonable vvith slight scattered 
rain ih parts of the Dacca division and on and near the hills. Plucking of tea, ploughing 
for artd sowing of tilust.-ird and other spring crops are progressing. Ptospects of tea and 
sugarcane are fair and of cotton, winter rice and other standing crops good. Thr average 

price of common rice has risen' 2 per cent. Cattle disease prevails in Kamtup, 

Darrang, Nowgong, Sibsagar, Lakhimpur and the Garo Hills. 

Beng^al.—During the week no rain was received in Debar, Chota Nagpur, Birbhum 
and Bankura. The fall was heavy in Angul, moderate in Midnapore, Howrah and 
Coocli Behar and light elsewhere. Harvesting of autumn crops is still going on in some 
districts and th.it of early rice has commenced in some districts of Orissa and Chota 
Nagpur. Sowings of spring crops are in progress. Pressing of sugarcane has commenced 
in Gaya and Bhagalpur. Standing crops are doing Well. Some datii.age to paddy by 

insects is reported from Sambalpur. The price of common rice has risen in Burdwan, 

Nadia, Mlirshidabad, Kliulna, Patna, Puri, Hazaribagh and Cooch Behar, and has fallen 
in Bankura, Midna[)ore, Saran, Champaran, Muzaffarpur, Monghyr, Bhagalpur,' the 
Sonthal Darganas, Sambalpur, Ranchi and Palamau, Cattle disea^^e prevails in Midnapore, 
Muzaffarpur, Darhhanga, rurnea, Angul, Puri, Sambalpur,' Hazaribagh and Palamau. 
The supi)ly of fodder and water is sufiicient throughout the Province. 

Urited Provinces.—No rain fell during the week. Standing crops are flourishing 
and pro.sp'cts are good. Harvesting and threshing of autumn crops aad cotton picking 
aji-c in progress. Wheat, gram, barley and linseed are being sown. Sporadic cattle 
disease is reported from twenty-five districts but the'general condition of stock is good. 
Fodder .and supplies arc ample. Prices have fallen slightly in nine distHcts and are 
generally stationary elsewhere. 

Punjab.—Rainfall «//. Harvesting of paddy, maize, great millet, etc., picking of 
cotton and ploughing for and sowing of spring crops continue. 1 he condition ahd^ 
outturn of standing crops are generally good to average. Cotton is disappointing' 
and the outturn of great millet and ntung is poor in Rohtak and of cotton below average in 
Hissar. Crops are generally dried up owing to drought in Mianwaii. Rain is also wanted 
in Lahore and Sialkot. Prices .are generally unchanged. They are falling slightly in 
Gurgaon. jullundur, Lahore, Amritsar and Mianwaii. The condition of cattle is generally 
good. Fodder is sufficient except iu Mianwaii, Complaints of a short water-supply 
are being received from the Samundri tahsil in the Lyallpur district. 
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North-West Frontier Province. —Rainfall nil. Rain is badly required in Dera 
Ismail Khan where the condition of standing crops is reported poor. Crops are generally 
average elsewhere. Harvesting of autumn crops continues and the expecti-<l outturn is 
average except ihat of rice, maize and cotton which is reported h-low average in the 
Charsadda tahsil of the Peshawar district. Sowing of spring crops is in progress, Sowing 
of clover and grain is nearly over in the Bannu district. The fodiler and water supply 
is sufficient throughout the Province. Irrigation from thj Paharpur can.al in the Uera 
Ismail Khan district has beenstoppod. Cattle are generriTly in go )d condition except in 

three villages of the Charsadda tahsil. The public health is generally good. I’rice.s of 

food-grain except of wheat and maize, show a slight tendency to fall. Wheat ^ells from 
*34 fo gram 17J to 27; maize 16 to 30 and bajra 16 to 23J seers per 

rupee. 

Jammu. —Rain nil. Prices are stationary. Wheat sells from 12 to 24 and m.iize 
from 18 to 32 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is fair. Caitle disep.se 
of mild type prevails in same parts of the Province. Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir.—There is no disease among cattle. Fodder is sufficient. Prices are 
stationary. 

Rajputaiia. —Rainfall nil. Agricultural operations for both autumn and spring crops 
continue. Standing crops are fair to good. ^The outturn is about half the normal in 

Bharatpur where crops have been damaged by heavy rainfall. Cattle disease prevails in 

Karauli and in the district of Banswara. Fodder is sufficient, f’rices have risen in 
Bikaner, Jaisalmer, Mewar and Partabgarh and have fallen or are steady elsewhere. 

• 

Central India.—-No rain fell during the week. The weather was clear and cool. 
Harvesting of autumn crops and sowing of spring crops are in progress. Standing crops 
are gcner.dly good but they have been damaged slightly by insects in Bhopal. Cattle arc 
in good condition but sonie disease is prevalent in parts of Bhopal, Baghclkhand, BunJel* 
khand and Bhopawar. There ate slight variations in pri<es but they indicate a 
downward tendency. 

Central Provinces. —During the week Wardha, Drug, Raipur and Buldana had ft 
jprinkliiigof rain not exceeding 76. cents. 1 harvesting of autumn crops, picking of 
cotton and sowing of spring crops continue. The condition of st.anding crops is generally 
good everywhere. The supply of fodder and water is adequate. Cattle are doing well. 
Prices:—The price of rice remained stationary in fifteen districts, gram in seventeen, 
j'uar in eighteen and wheat in twenty districts. Rice became cheaper in M.mdla 
and Bilaspur by 3 and 2^ seers per rupee respectively. Variations are iffaimportant 
elsewhere. 

Feudatory States .—Seven States received rain ranging from 6 cents to 1 inch. 
A break is required in Bastar where excessive moisture has caused some damage to crops. 
Reaping of autumn crops and sowing of spring crops are in progress, Frospects are 
favourable. Pasturage and water are ample. Prices whe.rt and gra n fel^ in 
Chhuikhadaa by 6 and 9 seers per rupee respectively. Gram rose by 2 seers in 
Ranker. 

Bombay.— -The rain during the week was good in parts of Kanara, Ahmednagar, 
and the Karnatak, moderate in Poona, Satara, Sholapur and Savantvadi, slight in Surat, 
Thana, Colaba, Ratnagiri, East Khandesh and Nasik. Standing crops have been damaged 
slightly by recent rain in Ratnagiri, by rats in Karachi, by insects in Sukknr and Poona, 
by grass-hoppers in Nasik, Ahmednagar, Belgaum and Dharwar and are generally good 
elsewhere. Cotton has been affected slightly by recent rain in Ahmednagar and Sholapur. 
Harvesting of autumn crops is generally progressing. Cotton j^icking continues in Hydera¬ 
bad, Thar and Parkar, Ahmedabad, Khandesh, Ahmednagar and Baroda. Lands are 

li 
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being prepared for spring cultivation in parts of Sind, tbe Panch Mahals, Palanpur 
and Mail! Kantha. Sowing of spring crops continues in parts of Gujarat, the Deccan, 
the Karnatak, Kathiawar, Baroda, Cutch and Rewa Kantha. The fodder supply is 
adequate. Agricultural stock is deficient in Ahmednagar, Satara and Sholapur and is 
generally in good condition. The supply of w-ater for drinking and irrigation is 
generally adequate- Grain stocks are sufficient. Prices have risen in .^hinednagar and 
Dharwar, have fallen in the Pane^ Mahals, Surat and East Khandesh and are generally 
stationary elsewhere. The quantity purchasable per rupee is in Sind 19 to 40 percent. 
In the Koakan 13 to 2a per cent and in the Karnatak 3 to 22 percent less than the normal. 
In Gujarat prices vary from 12 percent more than the normal to 17 per cent less and 
in the Deccan from 17 per cent more than the normal to 23 per cent less. 

Hyderabad. —The average rainfall in the Dominions was 77 cents. The rainfall 
was more or less general. The heaviest falls occurred in M.ahbubnagar and Nalgonda. 
Fair weather is needed and has apparently set in. General prospects are fair. The 
autumn crop, especially cotton, has suffered rather heavily in parts where the rainfall 
was excessive and untimely. Crops have been damaged somewhat by insect pests in 
parts of MeJak and Raichur and some of the area under autumn cotton has been 
resown with other crops. Spring sowings have been suspended in places by excessive 
rain but pro.spects of the crop are favourable. The early rice crop has suffered to some 
extent by the week’s rain in parts of TeUncrana but its prospects are fair to good. The 
crop is being weeded in a few places and harvested in places. Lands fo- Kate rice are 
being prepared in a very few parts of Telingana. Cattle disea.se prevails in thirteen 
talukas. Prices :—wheat 6| ; coarse rice 6^ and juar 15-^ seers per rupee, showing 
a fall of i seer in the price of coarse rice and junr. White juar is selling in Jlydef&baJ 
City at 12 seers p<\r rupee and yellow juar at 134. The highest price in districts is 
84 seers in parts of Karimnagar and the lowest 28 seers in Nander, showing a downward 
tendency in prices. 


Mysore. —The rainfall was good throughout the State. Prices of food grains have 
fallen slightly in Kolar and Mysore and are steady elsewhere. Markets are well 
supplied. Standing crops are in good condition. Prospects of the se.ison are good. 
Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder arc available. 

Coorg. —Rajnfall 7 inches 47 cents. The rice crop is in good condition. Prices of 
food grains are normal. The public health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 


Madras. —The rainfall was very heavy in Chingleput, Madras, Nellore, the Nilgiris 
and Guntur ; heavy in South Arcot, Madura, Godavari, Kistna, Ramnad, the Nfizagapa- 
tam litoral. North Arcot, Tanjore, Trichinopoly, Tinnevclly, Coimbatore, South Canara, 
Malabar and Ganjam and good elsewhere. The rainfall in seventeen districts was 
Jibovc the average of 35 years. Irrigation supplies are sufficient except in 
parts of MaHur.a. Ploughing, sowing, weeding and transplanting are in progress. 
Standing crops are generally good and have benefited by the recent rains in Chingleput 
and Salem, but some in parts of Godavari, Guntur, Kurnool, Anantapur and Cuddapah 
have been damaged by excessive rain and some in parts of Bellary have been 
damage^ by grass-hoppers. Harvests continue in parts with outturn fair to bumper. 
Pasture is sufficient except in parts of Godavari. Fodder is scanty in parts of Ganjam, 
Godavari, Nellore and North Arcot. The condition of cattle is generally good. 
The price of rice is stationary in fourteen disLiicts, has fallen, in seven and has risen 
in throe. The prices of millets have fluctuated as follows •.■—Ragi is stationary in eight 
districts, has fallen in ten and has risen in four. Cholam is stationary in three districts, 
has fallen in seven and has risen in five. Cumbu is stationary in two districts, has 
fallen in eight and has risen in six. The public health is generally good. Prospects 
arc generally good. The condition of the labouring classes is generally satisfactory 
and employment is readily available. Grain stocks are generally sufficient.
